Established Branch. 

Rather than sell the building 
from which it moved, the asso- 
ciation established a Cole street 
branch there, and for the last 
twelve years has maintained this 
as a recreation, civic and health 
center for Negroes. 
Under city operation, the 
recreation center will be for all 
St. Louisans, a change in keep- 
ing with elimination of racial 
segregation in the public schools, 
the parks and the William L. 
Igoe Apartments, public housing 
project being erected in the 
neighborhood. 

With development of the Carr 
Square, Pruitt and Igoe public 
housing projects, more recrea- 
tional facilities are urgently 
needed in the DeSoto-Carr area. 

The facility will’ be turned 
over te the recreation division 
of the Department of Public Wel- 
fare. Mayor Tucker said that 
municipal funds for jts operation 


fare available, and the building 


is well suited for the same type 
of recreational facilities as are 
being provided at the city’s 
Sherman, Tandy, Gamble and 
Vashon centers. 

Facilities in Building. 

In ‘addition to a gymnasium, 
the fireproof building has ‘an 
auditorium, club rooms, shower 
rooms and three large outdoor 
porches. The second floor now 
houses a nursery for 40 children; 
this will be moved to the Pruitt 
housing project. 

In making the donation, the 
association directors specified 
that the property be operated 
as a recreation and community 
center, and’ that its uses “‘be con- 
tinued for the purpose which 
originally motivated the men 
and women who planned, fi- 
nanced and built it.” 

In expressing the city’s appre- 
ciation, Mayor Tucker - said: 
“This gift "will make it possible 
to provide thousands of children 
with the type of recreational 
facilities they have needed so 

urgently for many years.”

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) 
—The Army has hastily clamped 
a secrecy lock on official docu- 
ments relating to Gen. Douglas 


MacArthur’s: wartime views on 
the need for Russian aid in 
fighting the Japanese. 

The bar on inspection of the 
documents apparently was im- 
posed months after legal au- 
thority to do so had expired. 
Later the Army put up to the 
Defense Department the decis- 
ion whether to make the a 
ments public. 

A spokesman said today the 
department could not begin a 
review of the foot-thick pile of 
documents before Monday. 
Newsmen had been pressing 
for a week for a look at the 
records to clear up a contro- 
versy over MacArthur’s state- 
ment that had he been asked at 
the time of the 1945 Yalta con- 
ference he would have advised 
bringing Russia into the 
Pacific war “at that late date.” 


The documents, originally top 
secret, were downgraded after 
the war to the then-lowest cate- 
gory of “restricted” so that 
Army historians could use the 
material. 

In November 1953 a Presi- 
dential order eliminated. this 
category. It specified that within 
a set time records bearing such 
stamps either would have to 
be reclassified “confidential” or 
above or cease to have any 
classification at all. 

The Army twice received ex- 
tensions on the deadline. The 
last deadline, not renewed, was 
Jan. 1 of this year. 

Three months after the au- 
thority had expired, the Army 
yesterday stamped them as “con- 
fidential.” 

It was not apparent by what 
authority the “confidential” 
stamp was put on the papers. 

The New York Times said last 
night it sought release of the 
documents and learned the 
classification had been raised.

ATOMIC EXPLOSION 
SIX MILES IN AIR 
IS PLANNED TODAY. 


LAS aVEGAS, Nev., April 2 
(AP)—<Atomic testers said today 
they plan to explode at about 
six miles’ altitude tomorrow an 
anti-aircraft device — the 

that might wreck an entire for- 
mation of enemy planes. 

An official statement said it 
would be “the one described in 
a joint Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion - Department of Defense 
statement” last Sunday, 

That announcement officially 
disclosed plans to add atomic 
anti-aircraft weapons to the na- 
tion’s already extensive nuclear 
arsenal. 

If weather is held to be fav- 
orable, the high-altitude air 
burst will come off at 9 a.m.

DR. GEORGE H. DENNY DIES, 
WAS HOOVER APPOINTEE 


LEXINGTON, Va., April 2 
(AP) — Dr. George Hutcheson 
Denny, former president of two 
southern universities and a 
Hoover Administration ap- 
pointee, died here today. He 
was 84 years old. 

Dr. Denny headed the Cotton- 
seed Infiustry Division of the 
United States Food Administra- 
tion in 1917-18 and was apoint- 
ed by President Herbert Hoover 
to a national commission study- 
ing the relation of the Federal 
Government to education.

To the politicians, the biggest stake* in 
this technically “nonpartisan” election ‘is 
more than 800 jobs in the school building [ 
department, which are not under civil 
service and which they have long regarded 
as part of their personal patronage domain. 

But to other interested citizens, the 
stakes are much greater. They contend 
the election offers an opportunity to 
elect school board members whose only 
concern. will be in setting policies to 
raise the educational standards in the, 
public schools, 

*She “blue ribbon” movement, aimed at 
eliminating favoritism and partisan influ- 
ence in the operation of the city’s $25,- 
300,000-a-year school system, has won wide 
support among parent, civic and church 
groups. It has made little headway with 
party organizations.

ON THE EVE of the election, only four 
of the 56 Democratic and Republican ward 
groups have pledged to support all of the 
Citizens’ Committee candidates. Thes@ are 
the Democratic organizations the 
‘Eighteenth and Twenty-fifth Wards, and 
the Republican gr@ups in the Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-eighth Wards. 


Most of the other party organizations 
are backing an opposition slate of “old 
guard” candidates, including three in- 
cumbents who have helped to block the 
efforts of “blue ribbon” members to 
bring about effective reforms, particu- 
larly in the troublesome building 
department. | 
A few ward organizations havé picked 
split slates-in the five school board races, 
supporting three or four “old gua 
candidates and one or two Citizens’ Com- 
mittee nominees. Several leaders reported 
they are not taking sides. 

To the politicians, the 800° “spoils sys- 
tem” jobs in ‘the sehool building depart- 
ment are just as attractive and important 
as 950 City Hall patronage jobs, which 
are not covered by the municipal «merit 
system and dre still under partisan control. 

The city patronage jobs are scattered 
among 11 elective officials. The school 


board jobs are concentrated under a single~ 


official, appointed by the board, who has 
broad powers under state law to appoint, 
promote or dismiss building department 
employes. 

There is a strikigg similarity between 
the politicians’ fight to keep their hands 
on the school jobs and .their battle to 
retain their City Hall political -plums. 
Many ward leaders who are opposing the 
“blue ribbon” candidates also are fighting 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker’s bill for the 
election of a board of freeholders to draft 
a new city charter. 

They fear that a new charter would 
place additional employes under the 
municipal merit system, just as they fear 
the election of a majority of the Citizens’ 
Committee candidates to the Board of 
Education would lead to establishment of 
a new personnel system requiring the 
employment of non-teaching employes on 
the’ basis of qualifications. 

At present, the 12-member Board of 
Education is split wide open by the bitter 
feuding and bickering between the “old 
guard” and “blue ribbon” factions, each 
of which has six votes. Actually, the 
Citizens’ Committee has had a narrow one- 
vote majority on the board for the last 
10 months because the illness of J. Harry 
Pohlman, an “ald guard” member, has pre- 
vented him from attending board meetings 
since last June. 

The “blue ribbon” group has four hold- 
over members and the opposition three. 
The Citizens’ Committee must elect at 
least three of its five candidates Tuesday 
to gain a clear majority on the board. 
If it elects only two, the six-to-six dead- 
lock will eontinue. If it elects only one 
candidate, or if its entire slate is defeated, 
the “old guard” faction will take over con- 
trol of the board.

THE KEARNEY REPORT, hit hard at 
personnel practices in the building depart- 
ment, stating that the excessive costs re- 
sulted from ineffective planning and 
scheduling of work assignments, excessive 
labor rates, lack of competent supervision 
and lack of the force of competition in 
doing work at competitive costs. ; 

On the basis of a check of 60 represen- 
tative work assignments in the depart- 
ment’s shops division, the report said its 
recommendations could have cut the costs 
in this division during the 1953-54 school 
year from $1,971,000 to $1,231,000, a sav- 
ings of $740,000. 

It found that in virtually every instance 
of major jobs involving electricians, lock- 
smith, painters and glaziers, the work 
could have been performed at a much 
lower cost by outside contractors. By 
employing outside contractors, on all 
major jobs and restricting board mechan- 
ics needed only for emergency repairs 
and modifications, the force could be 
reduced from 263 to 44. It also said 
$373,200 a year could be saved by reduc- 
tions in the custodial force and the use 
of better time standards in all schools. 

The Board of Education, at its meeting 
last Jan. 12, took the first step to carry 
out some of the recommendations of the 
Kearney report—a step which would strike 
directly against patronage practices in 
the building department.

THE aeCENT oustur over Quemoy 
and Matsu was illustrative but by no 
means unique.

tervene in China. They will continue to 
put all possible pressure on the President 
who is trying to avoid an Asian war if it 
can be avoided. 

The Administration’s reciprocal trade 
bill, which Mr. Eisenhower has repeatedly 


said is vital to America’s policy of world 


co-operation, is being cut to pieces. And 
the curious thing is that the President’s 
friends in Congress seem powerless to help 
him. : 

Of the 47 Republicans in the Senate, 18 
oppose him on almost every question of 
foreign policy. Of this number, 12 are 
implacable foes of almost everything the 
President stands for on the domestic as 
well as the foreign side. Among the 12 are 
Senators William E. Jenner of Indiana, 
John W. Bricker of Ohio, George W. Ma- 
lone of Nevada and Joseph R. McCarthy 
of Wisconsin of the “class of 1946,” who 
were re-elected in 1952, thanks in no small 
part to the popularity of a national hero, 
new to the political scene. It is due largely 
to their obstructionism that the President 
finds himself faced today with-an embar- 
rassing choice. 

He must either repudiate those who 
build roadblocks in the way of his every 
proposal and try to consolidate his sup- 
porters with the aid of an aroused pub- 


_ lic opinion, or if he does not do this, he 


is very likely to suffer damaging defeats. 


The political repercussions. for 1956 are 

obvious. It is hard to see how the Presi- 
dent can run in one direction. while his 
party,-or a considerable part of it, is run- 
ning in another direction. The answer may 
lie in the clever salesmanship of Mr. Eisen- 
hower, the genial, warm-hearted human 
being rather than the President as political 
leader. In next. year’s election he would 
again, be above the political battle, a kind 
of constitutional monareh speaking the 
homely truths that Americans expect to 
hear from their public men. 

But that formula would. be strained in 
many instances. Wisconsin is an example. 
Senator Alexander Wiley of that state will 
be up for re-election with a record of loy- 
alty to the President at least equal to that 
of any other Republican in the Senate. 
That seems to be one reason why the party 
organization in the state from top to bot- 
tom is determined to liquidate Wiley and 
substitute in the primary a candidate sat- 
isfactory to the ultra-nationailist, McCarthy 
wing of the. party. 

It would be a strange way to repay 
Senator Wiley’s loyalty to the Adminis- 
tration’s program if the President, as a 
candidate for re-election, were to go into 
Wisconsin and appeal to the voters in 
behalf of a known enemy of everything 
for which Mr. Eisenhower stands. There- 
after if the McCarthy-approved. candi- 
date were elected, the President would 
have no right to expect any loyalty from 


anyone. 

In Illinois, Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
will be running for re-election. If he re- 
ceives the presidential blessing, it will be 
in spite of his opposition to most of the 
Administration measures bearing on for- 
eign policy. 

Last year the President faced a threat, 
in the Bricker Amendment, to the role 
of the Executive who must from day 
to day carry on the complicated business 
of dealing with foreign powers-in a dan- 
gerous and complex world. The President 
said it' would “so restrict the conduct of 
foreign affairs that our country could not 
negotiate the agreements necessary for the 
handling ef :cur buspens with “tie resto 
the wee 


Yet when it came to a vote on a substi- 
tute containing most of the restrictions 
the Chief Executive had complained about, 
the proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was defeated by one vote—suppli 
by a Democrat—the tally being 60 to 31,

Now Senator Bricker has asked for new 
hearings on his amendment, which he in- 
troduced on the first day the new Con- 
gress met. Senator Kefdauver, Democrat of 
Tennessee, has said that hearings will be 
held before his subcommittee of the full 
Judiciary Committee. 

It is possible that the Senate will vote 
on the amendment at this session. But if 
it does not come up, Senator Bricker in- 
tends to push for a decision at the session 
which begins next January. That will be 
on the eve of the. presidential election 
when the ratio of embarrassment for the 
man in the White House would be greatest 
at Republican votes, which would be in 
effect votes of no confidence. Recently at 
a press conference the President said he 
had not:changed his mind about his oppo- 
sition to the Bricker Amendment. 

* ~ *« 


THE FATE of a smal but in a sense 
symbolic piece of legislation: points up the 
dilemma of the Republican division. The 
President has strongly urged passage of an 
appropriation to pay for America’s share 
of the United Nation§ technical assistance 
program. In the past this country has pro- 
vided the comparatively small sum an- 
nually of about $14,000,000. 


But just before the Congress ad- 
journed last year a specific prohibition 
was put on the State Department. They 
were told that they could not pledge any 
further funds until the Congress had 
given more consideration to the whole 
question. As the U.N. countries taking 
part in the operation meet in Novem- 
ber to pledge their contributions for the 
next year, this embarrassed the Depart- 
ment. America’s share has been repre- 
sented roughly half of the total. 


The President asked the new Congress 
for $8,000,000 to cover the first six months 
of 1955. A House committee cut the 
amount back to $4,000,000 and that was 
approved in the House by:a vote of 174 
to 107. Of the 131 Republicans voting, 85 
voted against the person By cel 
sentative Clare Hoffman of Michigan ex- 
pressed what was in the minds of many of 
his Republican colleagues when he said he 
was through with the United Nations, that 
it was no good and the United States 
should pull out. Many leading Republicans 
voted against the President. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
has not yet acted on this deficiency re- 
quest which will go over until after the 
Easter recess. The delay means that cer- 
tain U.N. projects which must be planned 
into the fufure are already being curtailed. 
If the full Senate Joes not act quickly 
after returning from the Easter holiday, 
the whole enterprise will be in jeopardy. 


Now this may not seem to be a very 
big item in America’s foreign program. 
But actually it shakes confidence in 
American intentions far more than some 
conspicuous instrument of policy around 
which controversy centers. In country 
after country the co-operative U.N. 
effort has enlisted deep loyalties and 
America’s defection will not be under- 
stood. 


The Senate has ratified American par- 
ticipation in the Western-European Pact. 
The European accord is the cornerstone of 
the nation’s military alliances and is sup- 
ported by Republicans and Democrats alike 
under the’ labels of “def ber cased and “ae- 
curity.” 

But it is in the measures that more 
intricately and subtly involve the United 
States with foreign nations, touching 
American interests at first hand, that the 
division in the G.O.P. is most. conspicu- 
ous. It is here, on such matters as lower

‘Confusion in Wash 
Off-the-Record Sessions 
Are Both Used and Abused

The confusion was caused by a thorough- 
ly American institution, the “off-the-rec- 
ord” sessions which relatively small groups 
of Washington correspondents have with 
the highest ranking public officials. They 
are quite different from the regular press 
conferences which the President and other 
officials hold for all newspaper, magazine 


| and radio reporters who have been certi- 


fied as eligible.

THE MAIN DIFFERENCE is that at the 
regular press conferences, held in public 
buildings, the official’s words can be at- 
%ributed directly to him and in most in- 
stances can be quoted verbatim; at the 
off-the-record sessions, usually held in a 
hotel or a reporter’s home, the official’s 
remarks cannot be attributed to anyone, 
not even the administration in power, but’ 
the reporter, if willing to take the respon- 
sibility, may use the speaker’s words or 
views’as his own. The reporters attending 
these sessions call this practice “compul- 
sory plagiarism,” because they must leave 
the impression that they alone had reached 
the supposedly authoritative conclusions. 


As a result, reporters, after a private 
dinner last week with Admiral Robert 
B. Carney, Chief of Naval Operations,

ing Senators, thought it was an official 
estimate by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion and represented American policy 
in the Far East. 


The “war scare” created by publication 
of the Carney information and by approv- 
ing comment on television shows by such 
prominent “China firsters” as Senate Mi- 
nority Leader William F. Knowland of 
California and Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the Senate Repub- 
lican Policy Committee, was so alarming 
that the White House let it be known that 
Carney spoke for only one man with a 
“parochial” viewpoint and did not repre- 
sent the President’s estimate of the situa- 
tion based on more complete information. 


The White House criticism of Carney 
was given at another small dinner Mon- 
day night. Among those attending this 
dinner were several reporters who had at- 
tended the Carney dinner. The “off-the- 
record” stipulation was binding on re- 
porters at the dinner, but it was later dis- 
closed by competing writers that the White 
House spokesman was James C. Hagerty, 
the President’s press secretary. At his 
regular press conference Wednesday, Mr. 
Eisenhower verified Hagerty’s remarks. 


This episodé exposed the advantages 
and disadvantages of the “off-the-rec- 
ord” sessions, which were begun under 
different circumstances by President 
Theodore Roosevelt after the turn of 
the century and reached their greatest 
importance during World War HI, when 
the highest ranking American military 
officers gave top secret information in 
confidence to reporters. who had been 
carefully certified for security purposes. 


Theodore Roosevelt’ used selected re- 


porters to test public opinion for items in | 


his “Square Deal” program. There were 
no sessions with identifiable groups of re- 
porters, as at present. He calledvin a few 
favorites and they were permitted to write 
about his plans if they did not attribute 
them to him. When these “trial balloons” 
brought adverse public comment, Roose- 
velt disavowed them, to the embarrass- 
ment of the writers. 


In World War II more formal sessions 
with larger groups of reporters were of 
great assistance to newspapers and the 
reading public. Little was written directly 
from the conferences which were held pri- 


- marily to supply technical “background” 


information: to enable: reporters to com- 
prehend the current and prospective events 
here, and abroad, The rare “leaks” from 
these sessions at no time endangered na- 
tional security and were caused by re- 
porters who did not understand the “rules”

How Adm. Carney’s Dinner Started a Weekend ‘War 
Scare’— Practice of Private Meetings Between 
Officials and Groups of Reporters Is Reviewed— 
Began When Theodore Roosevelt Was President.

MERICAN newspaper readers must have been as confused this week as 
were Mao Tze-tung and Chou En-lai by the seemingly authoritative but 
contradictory reports of the Eisenhower Administration’s estimates of the 
possibility of a major war in the Formosa Straits.

MOST OF THE PRESENT day sessions 
are initiated by small groups of reporters, 
including the chiefs of important Wash- 
ington bureaus. One or two men, usually 
personal friends of the public figure to 
be invited, take over the arrangements for 
a luncheon or a dinner and draw up the 
list of reporters invited to participate. If 
the session is held in a reporter’s home, 
the cost is usually borne by the corre- 
spondent’s newspaper. The guest may be 
accompanied by his technical aides or his . 
press officer. During wartime the military 
leaders often brought large maps to illus- 
trate battlefield strategies and tactics. 


There are more than 800 newspaper, 
magazine and radio reporters in Washing- 
ton and these sessions of 10 to 30 com- 
petitors have aroused envy and jealousy. 
Nevertheless, the arrangement relieves the 
public official of responsibility for the 
omission of reporters who think they 
should have been included. During the 
war, however, the lists of participating re- 
porters were given military guests for 
security checkups. Reporters who feel 
they have been. slighted can, of course, 
arrange their own confidential sessions, 
and some do. 


The list of guests of the principal group 
over the past 15 years is imposing. It in- 
cludes Mr. Eisenhower, when he was Su- 
preme Commander in Europe and as 
Chief of Staff of the Army; former Presi- 
dent Truman, as vice president; Lord Hali- 
fax, when he was the British Ambassador; 
Gen. George C, Marshall, as Army Chief 
of Staff, Secretary of State and Secretary 
of Defense; Admiral Ernest J. King, war- 
time Chief of Naval Operations; Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley; the late Gen. Hoyt Van- 
denberg of the Air Force; Senator Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, as Secretary for 
Air; former Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son; Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
as Secretary and as special Far Eastern 
Ambassador; Treasury Secretary George 
M. Humphrey; Defense Secretary Charles 
E, Wilson, and all the Republican and 

Democratic national] chairmen during the 
period. 


The principal group usually gives eve- 
ning dinners, although some important 
sessions have been at luncheons or ‘in the 
late afternoon. During wartime the eve- 
ning sessions last from three to four hours 
and the stamina and concentration of the 
military leaders, who had already put in 
a long working day, were remarkable. 

At the early sessions the “rules” were 
strict against taking notes. There was an 
understanding that nothing would be writ- 
ten for at least several days and that in 
no event would the source of the informa- 
tion be disclosed. Those attending were 
privileged to use the information in con-. 


‘junctién with other material publicly. avail- 


able. The desired end products, ofien at- 
tained, were well-rounded, authoritative 
interpretations of current events. The less 
desirable results were “dope” stories and 
unwarranted speculation. There was a 
rigid rule against “spot news” and a vio- 
Jator was usually dropped for later ses- 
“sions. 


In wartime these meetings were of 
great value to reporters and public offi- 
cials. Reporters obtained information 
that could not be given out at regular 
press conferences open to all writers; 
the guest was able to get some idea of ~ 
the public reaction to governmental or 
military planning. As Supreme Com- 
mander of Allied Forces in Europe, Gen. 
Eisenhower and his principal subordi- 
nates followed a somewhat similar ar- 
rangement with American war corre- 
spondents. 


There is one school of thought in jour- 
nalistic and governmental circles that-offi- 
cials should not give out information un- 
less they are willing to take responsibility 
for it and the newspapers should not pre 
lish information without sseutiying: the 
source, » 


The other school of thought is that im- 
portant information is news: and it is the 
obligation of newspapers to get that in- 
formation when possible by legal and 
ethical methods. Some information the 
public should have, mostly military and 
diplomatic but sometimes political, cannot 
be given officially. The “off-the-record” 
session developed to fill this need. 


As a participant in many of these ses- 
sions, this writer can attest to their value 


fear of public embarrassment, freely gave 
information of inestimable value for later 
interpretive writing. » Questions which 
would have been out of order at a regular 
press conference were answered fully.

Belated or not, the proper action has cer- 
tainly been taken with respect fo the Chinese 
students.

Opponents of the Blue Ribbon candidates 
for the School Board evidently are growing 
somewhat apprehensive over the possible 
results of next Tuesday’s election.

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Drive to Panama? 
With a request for $74,980,000, President 
Eisenhower has asked Congress to help com- 


plete one of the great communications projects - 


of this continent. It is the Inter-American High- 
way to the Panama Canal. 

If Congress accedes, the highway can be com- 
pleted in three years. The United States would 
pay two thirds of the cost, and co-operating 
countries would put up some‘ $37,000,000. 

At the moment the road runs from our border 
to Mexico City and within a few miles of the 
Guatemalan border. There is a 25-mile gap in 
the jungle in northern Guatemala, a 13-mile gap 
in northern Costa Rica, and 150 miles uncom- 
pleted in southern Costa Rica and northern 
Panama. And parts of the present road south of 
Mexico are not in good condition. 

These gaps totaling 188 miles are, of course, 
a fraction of the Inter-American Highway, and 
should have been completed before this. Vice 
President Nixon, after his recent Caribbean 
tour, charged that United States aid had been 
“inadequate, uneconomical and unrealistic.” The 
Administration has apparently taken its cue from 
him. 

An adequate land route to the Panama Canal 
has obvious advantages for continental defense. 
But the highway also holds a bright promise for 
the economic development of Central America. 
It would open up inaccessible areas to commerce. 

Tourism alone would help.shore up Central 
American economies, as the case of Mexico 
shows. North American tourist expenditures ‘al- 
most traditionally make up the difference in 
dollars between what Mexico buys from us and 
what we sell to Mexico. And from that stand- 
point tourism also helps our market. 

The Inter-American Highway promises such 
benefits to seven sister republics that its final 
188 miles ought to be paved quickly.

Maybe parents who keep a fairly sharp eye 
on the historical items in the almanac read 
one of Hans Christian Andersen's fairy tales 
to the youngsters before they themselves left 
for last evening’s party. After all; it was the 
150th anniversary of the unusual Dane's birth. 
We let our thoughts about him settle over- 
night since Andersen himself was a’ fairy. tale 
figure not too easily explained. And did he 
really. write fairy tales? 

Before becoming too busy for significant fic- 
tion, a favorite of ours was the story of the littl 
match-girl. (Perhaps judgment was colored by 
an exceptionally well done illustration of the 
glowing Christmas tree inside the window and 
the little blonde in her inadequate shawl out in 
the snow.) But was this a fairy tale or the 
theme for a “proletarian” novel? 

As for Little Red Riding Hood, well—the 
wolf probably was a bad fairy. No wonder 
there are those whbd talk of Andersen in terms 
of “The Golden Bough,” of the Venus whom 
men first feared and then hankered after, of 
the Minerva who had to get an owl to remind 
jen of her wisdom efter they Kad came to 
know her. 

But that is fancy itleshdne. After all, An- 


_ dersen was born to privation yet found friends 


who did everything they could for him, no 
matter how often he disappointed them—which 
was often, indeed! In a little Denmark, even the 
King took an interest in this volatile boy. Since 
Andersen did not like school, His Majesty en- 
abled him to travel. Then, Andersen wrote

because of the stories for children—and he did 
not like children at all. | 

No need to go to “The Golden Bough,” or 
Nordic sagas or Irish folk tales about the little 
people to find explanations. Even in “The 
Ugly Duckling,” Andersen was writing about 
life as he had come to know it. The world 
might be considerably changed if those in high 
places began every day with a reading of “The 
Emperor's Clothes.” Remember the ruler who 
paid all that gold for What the tailor told him 
was the smartest suit ever, and how everybody 
felt compelled to agree until a ‘little boy cried: 
“Why, he hasn't any suit at all!” 
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Foes of Conformity | 

It was one of those strange turns of fate that 
Joseph Pulitzer'and Robert R. McCormick should 
have passed from the newspaper world within 
only a few hours of each other. As one 
shaped and directed the Post-Dispatch for nearly 
a half century, so did the other place the stamp 
of his unusual personality on the Chicago Trib- 
une over substantially the same period 

These two Middle Western newspapers have 
differed widely in their points of view on many 
national and international issues. The Post- 
Dispatch, for example, stands solidly for inter- 
national co-operation in world affairs, for the 
U.N. and for strong ties with Britain and our 
other Allies. On the other hand, the Chicago 
Tribune, under Robert R. McCormick, has op- 
posed the U.N. and urged the United States to 
follow essentially a course of isolationism in for- 
eign relations. The Post-Dispatch has opposed 
the junior Senator from Wisconsin and _ his 
“ism” in all its forms for five years; the Tribune 
has made a-hero of him. Many other contrasts 
could be cited between the two newspapers. 

Whatever else these differences represent, 
they also are a demonstration of freedom 
the press at work under the Bill of Rights. And 
this freedom of the editor to speak his mind, 
according to his beliefs, is, as President Eisen- 
hower said in his joint tribute, essential to our 
democracy. 

Standardization is a bane of our press today 
and against this trend to conformity stand the 
lives of both Robert R. McCormick and Joseph 
Pulitzer. 


No Rabbit in This Hat 

Comptroller General Joseph Campbell is not 
the first office holder to bite the hand that ap- 
pointed him. But when he came out against 
President Eisenhower's plan for financing high- 
way construction, Mr. Campbell sank his teeth 
rather more deeply than is customary. 

In one of his first appearances before a con- 
gressional committee since he was confirmed, 
Mr. Campbell joined Senator Byrd in applying 
somewhat severe language to the Administration 
proposal for setting up a highway corporation 
to issue bonds outside the Federal debt limit, 

He called this method of financing “objection- 
able,” and said it would “have the effect of ob- 
scuring the financial facts of the Government's 
debt position.” Creation of a corporation would 
weaken congressional control over federal high- 
way expenditures, he said, and the plan to ear- 
mark gas tax revenues for retirement of its 
bonds might raise “questions of legality.” 

Mr. Campbell concluded that the way to 
finance federal highway expenditures is through 
straight congressional appropriations—and if 
that requires additions to the public debt beyond 


the present ceiling, then the ceiling should be. 


raised. 

This certainly seems the honest and forthright 
course. As Mr. Campbell indicated, bonds issued 
by the highway corporation, though nominally 
not guaranteed by the United States, would 
nevertheless stand as “moral and equitable” ob- 
ligations to be met. Congress could not let them 
go into default without prejudicing the credit 
standing of other bonds. Thus they would be in 
fact and effect a part of the national debt even 
though elaborate legal machinery had been set 
up to conceal it. 

Mr. Campbell might have added that the Ad- 


ministration’s way of issuing highway bonds - 


would cost the taxpayers a good deal more in 
interest than the conventional, orthodox, con- 
servative method which he recommended. All in 
all, there just is no escape from the fact that if 
federal functions such as highway aid need to 
be expanded, federal funds will have to be 
found to pay for them. 
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The Broyles Bills Vote 

A review of the roll calls on the Broyles bills 
in the Illinois Senate shows that Republicans 
almost to a man voted to pass the 1955 version 
of the unnecessary loyalty-oath type of legis- 
lation that Gov. Stratton vetoed two years ago 
and Adlai E. Stevenson vetoed two years earlier. 
Downstate Senators Cughbertson of Carlinville, 
Butler of Marion, Jones of Raleigh, Crisenberry 
of Murphysboro, Drach of Springfield, Scott of 
Canton, Hensley of Lawrenceville and Friedrich 
of Centralia.all joined in making the 31-to-16 
majority by which the American Legion bills, 
introduced by Senator Broyles of Mount Ver- 
non, passed the Senate for the fourth time. 

There was one downstate G.O.P. Senator stal- 
wart enough to vote his convictions even though 
it required him to leave his party—Senator El- 
bert Smith of Decatur. This independent legis- 
lator deserves a salute from his constituents for 
not being stampeded. So does Republican Sen- 
ator Arrington of Evanston who voted against 
both bills. And Republican Senator David 
Davis of Bloomington voted against one of them. 
Democratic Senators Gray of East St. Louis 
and Monroe of Collifisville were two of the 
group which not only voted No but spoke 
against the bills. 

Congress has pessed a lawbookful of such 
statutes, including one to outlaw the Communist 
party. There is no need for conflicting state 
laws in the same field. Gov. Stratton will serve 
Illinois by following his own’ sound example 
of keeping Lincoln’s state free of these Nervous 
Nellie laws. 
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South Carolina Noses 


The Senate of South Carolina has voted to cut : 


off the noses of white school children to spite 
their faces. The means’ by which it would ac- 
complish this result of doubtful value would be 
to deny state funds to any public schools in 
which the races were mixed. 

Accordingly, we suppose, if one Nemre child 
entered a public school where 500 white chil- 
dren were enrolled; the sovereign State of North 
Carolina would deny an education to the 500 
white children in order to. withhold it from the 
one Negro child. 

Surely this kind of illogical and immature 
thinking can not have come from the same peo- 
ple who created the beauty, the culture and 
the charm which Americans have come to asso- 
ciate with South Carolina. Surely, it is unworthy 
of them.

The involvement has been 
gradual. In late 1949 the Com- 
munists had taken over all of 
mainland China and were going 
on to assault the offshore islands. 
Chiang Kai-shek was spread over 
Hainan island, about the same 
size as Formosa but an easy 
mark for invasion since it was 
only seven or eight miles from 
the mainland coast, Formosa and 
28 small offshore islands and the 
Chu San archipelago off Hang- 
chow bay.. 

His troops were spread so thin 
that none of his remaining pos- 
sessions could be defended 


the Chu San archipelago were 
evacuated before the Red attack, 
although the attack and evacua- 


multaneous. October 25, 1949, 
Quemoy was attacked and the 
Reds were repulsed with 8000 
casualties. 

Preparations went ahead on 
the part of the Reds to clean up 
the odds and ends—the offshore 
{islands and Formosa—left over 
from the civil war. But the war 
in Korea intervened. President 
Truman directed the Seventh 
Fleet to keep peace in the For- 
mosa strait. He put restraints on 
Chiang Kai-shek as well as on 
the Reds so that our action 
would not appear to be taking 
sides in the civil war. 


Diverted for a Time. 

The Seventh Fleet, together 
with the Communists’ need for 
most of their resources in Korea, 
ended the Red threat to Formosa 
during the Korean war and the 
negotiations leading to the ar- 
mistice in 1953. The Communist 
effort was then turned south to 
Indochina, whe the Chinese 
furnished supplies and equip- 
ment, trained Communist troops 
and organized the guerrilla bat- 
talions of Ho Chi-minh into 
divisions. 

With the signing of the Ge- 
neva armistice in July, 1954, the 
Reds were free to pick up the 
delayed project to take the off- 
shore islands and Formosa, An 
intense campaign of “liberation” 
was started in August 1954 and 
Quemoy was shelled Sept: 3. 

In the meantime, President 
Risenhower had “unleashed” 
Chiang Kai-shek in February 
1953. An American military ad- 
visory group had been sent to 
Formosa a year earlier, Un- 
leashing Chiang was the first 
step in our involvement. It held 
forth the hope that while we 
would protect Formosa the Na- 
tionalists would be encouraged 
to attack the mainland. The 
United States was no longer 
neutral in the civil war.

Red China Stands Firm, 

The President and the Secre- 
tary of State had hoped that by 
the evacuation of the Tachens 
they could get the Chinese Com- 
munists to discuss the tension in 
the Formosa Strait and arrange 
a cease-fire. Obviously, the re- 
maining offshore islands were to 
be sacrificed to obtain an agree- 
ment, 

The Reds maintained that For- 
mosa and the offshore islands 
were an internal matter and no 
business of the United Nations 
or anyone else. Chiang Kai-shek 
also was unwilling to deal. 

The Chinese Communists were 
and remain determined to take 
the offshore islands. The deci- 
sion about what the United 
States will do has to be made 
soon since the Reds will be 
ready to lay siege to Matsu in 
two or three months. 

The efforts of Secretary of 
State Dulles te keep the Chinese 
Communists confused about our 
intentions has had the effect 
of reinforcing our moral obli- 
gation to help defend the is- 
lands.

Despite the grav- 
ity of the moral problem 
presented the novel is still 
limited in its reverberations 
largely because it seems to 
be describing a special case 
history. Cousin Marie is really 
too monstrous to be consid- 
ered anything but atypical 
even in an atmosphere of 
wounded honor and shocked 
national sensibilities. The nov- 
el also suffers a little from 
being too compact. If it had 
been treated at greater length 
more could have been made 
of the subsidiary characters 
who do not share the mono- 
mania of Cousin Marie. 

So an opportunity was 
missed for giving a wider 
scope to the examination of 
the French character in the 
aftermath of a catastrophic 
national experience. Miss 
Jameson’s insights are still 
searching enough to make 
even a part failure an absorb- 
ing book.

The United States announces 
it has completed construction 
of a “Q-bomb,” the ultimate in 
atomit fission, and orders a 
practice air-raid drill for New 
York City. At this psychologi- 
cal moment, Tully Bascomb in 
command of 20-odd be-jerk- 
ined yeomen debarks from a 
chartered vessel and invades 
the United States. After a 
series of impossible and un- 
military skirmishes, Bascomb 
and associates capture the 
world’s only Q-bomb as well

T Krause called to the 


bridge of the Keeling, a 
Mahan class destroyer, on dis- 
covery of a U-boat wolf pack 
coming in for its prey.

In his concise but | lively 


style, the author gives a blow 
by blow account of the 48 
hours that Krause spends on 
the Keeling’s bridge without 
a moment’s rest until the U- 
boats, three fewer in number 
but with seven victims, aban- 
don the fight and let the 
wounded remnants of the con- 
voy push on for England. The 
reader looks into Krause’s 
brain and follows the thought 
processes that go into the 
rapid flow of decisions that 
must be made. Orders flow 
in a stream of navy jargon as 
Krause performs trigonome- 
try problems in his head, 
keeps a calm front to his 
crew, recalls Bible 
to sustain himself and watches 
men fight and die over four 
square miles of ocean. 

Hundreds of lives on the 
merchant ships are at stake 
in the changing of an escort’s 
course.

HROUGHOUT the _ na- 
T tional period of Ameri- 
can history, the successful 
business man’s fellow-citizens 
have honored him with a halo. 
To gain an understanding of 
this mass veneration, Mr. Dia- 
mond has “herein made a pro- 
digious study of written com- 
ment, particularly newspaper 
obituaries, which appeared at 
the time of the deaths of six 
of America’s most famous 
business men—Stephen Girard, 
John Jacob Astor, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, J. P. Morgan, John 
D. Rockefeller and Henry 
Ford. The result is highly in- 
teresting, although the use of 
repetitive obituary evidence 
makes it necessary to plow 
through some pretty formida- 
ble business sentimentality. 
When Stephen Girard died 
in 1831, the press hailed his 
businéss success as proof of a 
causal relationship between 
character and wealth. And 
his personal virtues, largely 
inferred from his wealth, 
together with his popular 
bequests, overshadowed any 
question about possible dubi- 
ous aspects of his business 


career. By the time of John. 


Jacob Astor’s death 17 years 
later, however, the link be- 
tween wealth and _ virtue 
showed some ‘signs of weak- 
ening. Astor’s frugal public 


bequests may have influenced 


popular opinion. Still his 
wealth was generally regarded 
as an award for his ability 
and effort. 
* * * 

Y the time of Cornelius 
By erbilt’s death, the 

entrepreneur's reputation 
was tested less in terms of 
his personal qualities as re- 
lated to his accumulated 
wealth and. more in terms of 
his business and non-business 
activity and his relation to the 
system. Vanderbilt passed this 
test handily, as did J. P. Mor- 
gan,. John D. Rockefeller and 
Henry Ford after him, but the 
basis for the successful busi- 
ness .man’s good name had 
shifted. 

The picture had changed 
still further in the early 20th 
century, The entrepreneur was 
not revered for his business 
functions; these alpng with his 


virtues and success were all 
subordinated to the value to 


society of the, business enter- 


prise itself. By the time of 
Rockefeller’s and particularly 
Ford’s deaths, the theme runs: 
he is a builder, keeper and 
product of our best of all pos- 
sible systems, 

Since this book is written 
as a sociological-communica- 
tions study, a comparison with 
other investigation of the sub- 
ject, such as those by Fred- 
rick Lewis Allen, does not 
seem appropriate. Mr. Dia- 
mond’s is a good 
account, and he offers some 
sharp, though brief, conclud- 


ing insights into the motives | 


and the role of the press in 
deifying business. This proves 
to be a good defensive ma- 
neuver, particularly in the 
face of increasing depression- 
caused rumblings; for with

Here in St. Louis, the 
Y.M.C.A. has gone along for 102 
years trying to keep up with the 
needs of the expanding popu- 
lation. But in recent years it 
has lagged behind, one reason 
being that it hasn’t asked for 
much in the way of support 
from the general public. 

Until recently, it had been 30 
years since the Y projected a 
large-scale campaign in _. St. 
Louis. That was when it raised 
$3,000,000 and built the Down- 
town, Carondelet and South 
Side buildings and enlarged the 
North Side building. 

But even without. fund drives, 
the “Y” has grown from five 
branches to 12. Through the 
efforts of various communities, 
old. residences or other build- 
ings have been acquired as 
branches.

Last year, 28,389 boys, girls,

O keep this program going, 
the Y here employs 375 peo- 
ple.

When Williams College stu- 
dents finish the school’s four- 
year course they serve a two- 
year certification period, which 
is a sort of internship. If they 
measure up after two years in 
the field, they are qualified as 
secretaries, and they will oper- 
ate in some branch of Y work.

the secretary reported. He was 
taking full swings like a lum- 
berjack. “In fact,” he said, “it 
tired me out just to watch him, 
so I went home.”

He is at his office 
on the fourth floor at 8 o'clock, 
works there until five or later, 
and his lunch time is usually de- 
voted to committee meetings. 
He attends dinner meetings al- 
most every night. And he seems 
to thrive on it.

ERNON was born in Parker, 

South Dakota, which had, 

maybe, a thousand people. 
His father was a carpenter and 
cabinet maker. Young Robert 
was next to youngest of nine 
children, and the youngest of 
six boys. The family left Parker 
when Vernon was 6, and moved 
around to Canton, Centerville 
and finally to Howarden, Iowa, 
and is was at Howarden that he 
grew up. He fished in the Big 
Sioux river for catfish and bull- 
heads, and had a pretty good 
time except when he was work- 
ing. While still a youngster he 
began to learn carpentry. and 
cabinet-making under his father. 
He still loves to make wood take 
shape under his hands. He has 
a pretty complete workshop in 
his basement, but nowadays he 
seldom finds time to make any- 


thing. He goes down and looks 
at it occasionally and reminds 
himself that when he retires he 
can make things to his heart’s 
content. :

HEN he entered high school 
W tre principal, who had tak- 
en an interest in him, be- 
lieved he tould finish in three 
years. So he knuckled down ang 
made it. By that time he fad 
reached his full 6 feet, and he 
won a place on the football, bas- 
ketball and track teams. In the 
summers he worked in the hay 
fields for 75 cents a day. 

His father, who was something 
of a mechanic; had invented a 
disc sharpener. Previously when 
farmers’ discs became dull, they 
had to take them into town to 
the blacksmith shop. But his 
father’s sharpener was .a port- 
able affair, and during Christ- 
mas holidays Vernon made 
money going from farm to farm, 
sharpening discs. 

His high school record won 
him a scholarship,to Morning- 
side. He had thescholarship but 
no money, So he organized a co- 
operative boanding club, but this 
didn’t stop him from “becoming 
a four-letter man in sports, and 
from being named an all-lowa 
end in football. He also edited the 
college paper and played bass 
mandolin in the Mandolin club. 
All in all, he was a busy young 
man. 

During this time he was think- 
ing of the ministry, and then he 
joined the student Y.M,C.A. His 
destiny was clear. He was at- 
tracted by the athletic, religious 
and inspirational fellowship the 
Y offered, and the next summer 
he was among 800 students who 
attended a national collegiate 
conference at Lake Geneva, Wis. 
The associations he made there 
and the speakers he listened to 
crystalized his desires. 

From Morningside he went to 


, 
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sode with a wry grin. “You 
know,” he says, “the only thing 
I’ve never figured out to this 
day is why they didn’t just kill 
me on the spot.” 

After 10 months of this work, 
Vernon resigned and enlisted in 
the artillery. He was in officers 
training school when the armi- 
stice was signed. He went back 
to Y work, at Minneapolis. One 
of the big jobs for secretaries in 
those days was organizing class- 
ers of foreign born to help 
them prepare for citizenship.

Ver- 
non considers this one of the 
most interesting chapters in the 
history of the Y. 

From Minneapolis he went to 
Davenport for two years, then he 
was invited baok to George Wil- 
liams College as a field secre- 
tary in January 1923. After 10 
years of recruitment and fund 
raising, he was made college 
business manager, and he is one 
of the authors of the executive's 
manual, the bible of all Y work- 


,ers. 
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ERNON had married right 
V atter he left Morningside. 

His wife was a fellow stu- 
dent. It was, he says, a horse 
and buggy and bicycle courtship. 
In the summer she visited rela- 
tives on a farm near his home 
town. In the evening he would 
bicycle out to the farm, and then 
borrow the farmer’s horse and 
buggy to go for a ride. One 
night when they came back and 
he had unhitched the horse, it 
bolted and ran away, harness 
and all. It was a week or more 
before he had the nerve to go 
back, but the horse had come 


home and the harness was 
intact. 
In 1940, “for reason I shall 


never know,” he says, Vernon 
was invited to come to St. Louis 
as general secretary. He has 
been here ever since. 

The Vernons live in a.ram- 
bling frame house in ‘Web- 
ster Groves which, he _ says, 
seems. mighty «big “with only 
grandpa and grandma in it.” 
Their son.and two daughters 
are grown and married and have 
children of their own.

Both Mr. and Mrs. Vernon are 
active in the Congregational 
church, and their home is a 
meeting place for church friends 
and Y.M.C.A. workers, a lot of 
whom usually show up on Sun- 
day afternoon for tea. 

When Vernon gets any time 
away from the Y.M,C.A., which 
isn’t often, he heads for the 
nearest trout stream. There he 
can outlast and outfish his 
younger ‘associates. 

Unlike many top men, Ver- 
non hasn’t lest touch with the 
fundamentals. He always bears 
in mind and stresses what the 
Y.M.C.A, means and what its 
supposed to be. He is not in the 
least embarrassed to call it “a 
home away from home,” and he 
is constantly reminding his as- 
sociates that the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is a place 
where experienced and trained 
people can help young people 
with their problemis,;give coun- 
seling service, and help them 
find a ng in life. Just as it 
was in the beginning, 103 years 
ago.

URPRISINGLY ofter we are asked how it is possible to 

know by sight so many songbirds, wildflowers, trees and 

shrubs. The question always embarrasses us because we 
are amateurs in this field of natural history, with far less 
knowledge than we'd like 
to possess. Yet we're con- 
vinced that enjoyment of 
nature depends in large 
measure on the develop- 
ment of the “seeing eye,” 
plus willingness to learn 
something about the ob- 
jects which present them- 
selves to our view. Fre- 
quently we have observed 
how one person sees more 
of nature in a morning's 
stroll around his backyard 
than another does in @ 
month’s trip across the 
continent. 

This business. of the 
“seeing eye” was well dem- 
onstrated last weekend

We searched the area carefully, first at ground 
level and then higher up. Finally I saw what they'd 
discovered. Twenty feet up in an old dead snag 
were several holes drilled out by the woodpeckers. 


. And peering out from the highest of these was the 


face of a little screech owl. He looked half asleep, 
but when I took the Audubon bird call from my 


} pocket and gave it a squeak or two, his eyes opened 


wide and he turned his head te follow our move- 
ments. The screech owl has two color phases, gray 
and red, and this one was in the red phase. He 
blended perfectly with his background and only a 
keenly observant eye would have ever found him.

@ THE BEST WAY to identify birds, animals and plants 
in the wild state and with which we are not familiar is 
through the use of a field guide. After a while this may 
not be needed except for the unusual species; yet it is the 
pursuit of these that makes the woodland hike most inter- 
esting. There are, of course, techniques for using these 
field guides and for the uninitiated a suggestion or two 
might perhaps be helpful. 

If you're interested in birds, you'll want a copy of 
Roger Tory Peterson's “Field Guide to the Birds” or Dick 
i Pough’s “Audubon Field Guide,” or perhaps both, These 
are available from any bookstore. A fairly good pair of 
binoculars of about 6-power is also essential, since identi- 
fication is often possible only from markings which are 
indistinguishable to the naked eye. Another necessity is a 
local list, such as the “Migratory and Permanent Resident 
Birds in the St. Louis Region,” published by the St. Louis 
Audubon Society. The reason for this is that one excellent 
means of identifying birds is by elimination. Thus if you 
see a thrush in Missouri in mid-summer, your local list 
“nails it down” as the wood thrush, since this is. the only 
one which nests here.

The first thing to do with your guide is to read 
thoroughly the instructions on how to use it, then 
familiarize yourself in a general way with the 
illustrations. These show clearly the various orders | 
of birds, properly grouped. Most of the illustra- 
tions are in color, with the distinguishing features 
or markings of the bird plainly indicated. In the 
case of waterfowl, flight silhouettes are often 
shown, since this is the way we are most likely to 
see these birds. Other general characteristics will 
appear, such as the tipped-up tails of the wrens, 
the needle-sharp bills of warblers ag compared 
with the blunt, seed-cracking bills of sparrows, and 
the black caps and sharp bills and forked tails of 
terns as compared with blunter bills and rounded 
tails of gulls. 
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. @ GRADUALLY as we spend more time afield we come 


to recognize flight patterns and shapes, Songs and calls, 
and characteristic habitats. All these help the experienced 
birder in making positive identification. When it comes to 
such birds as sandpipers, there’s nothing for it but to study 
the markings closely and go to the field guide for con- 
firmation. A whip-poor-will is far more often identified 
by its call than by sight. The dipping flight of the gold- 
finch, with each dip accompanied by its characteristic note, 
cannot be mistaken for that of any other bird. 

I'll admit that when we spend a day afield with any real 
bird watching expert, we are likely to grow discouraged. 
One trouble we have is that we're always as much interested 
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in relating the individual bird to his immediate environ- 
ment and to other birds in the neighborhood, as we are 
in building up a huge list of species identified in a single 
day. Yet it is a game and it is generally the good bird 
watcher who is rewarded by recording the rare and unusual 
species, And certainly we have found that a fairly broad 
knowledge of the birds has added interest to our travels, as 
well as to days in our own backyard, 

As in ornithology, there are also field guides to the 
wildflowers, to trees and shrubs, to mammals and to insects. 
The use of botanical field guides is, it seems to me some- 
what more complicated than of the bird guide. Yet it is 
not difficult enough to keep us from learning at least the 
common plants of field and forest and in this way adding 
greatly to our enjoyment of the outdoors, Perhaps in a 
future column I can list some of these field guides in other 
areas of natural history and make a few suggestions as to

HE Nizam of Hyderabad, 
may not be the world’s rich- 
est man, but no one has ever 
kept such vast wealth in cash, 
jewels and precious objects un- 
der one roof. 
Other meh may have had 
more wives and more children.

month) still lives with his three 


wives. A fourth, his first mar- 
riage, died recently. His harem 
of 42 Begums still exists. 


Of the 50 children he has fa- 
thered, 33 are still alive. Grand- 
children? Forty-six. 


For years, nearly $100,000,000 
in gold bullion was scattered 
about King Kothi, the Nizam’s 
palace, in Hyderabad city, or 
was piled in covered wagons 
that stood openly in the court- 
yard. 


A jeweler from Bombay spent 
a week appraising the jewels in 
his collection. One unmounted 
set of 22 emeralds weighed 422 
carats, was valued at $1,200,000. 
The jeweler appraised the en- 
tire collection at $100,000,000. 


‘Before the Nizam “acceded” 
to India in 1948, his crown lands 
brought him a rental of about 
$12,000,000 a year. They were 
valued at $280,000,000. 


Osman Ali Khan was the name 
under which he was born. Of 
all the Princes of India and the 
Far East, Osman Ali Khan is 
one of the least known to the 


Western world, His State of 
Hyderabad is in size néarly 
equal to that of England, Scot- 
land and Wales. 


Five years before he ascended 
the throne, in 1911, Osman was 
married to Dulhan Pasha Be- 
gum, the daughter of Nawab 
Jehangir Jung, a nobleman from 
a branch of the Nizam’s family. 
By her he had three children. 
The first was born in February 
1907, a son, who was given the 
title Azam Jah by which he is 
known today. As the eldest son 
he is the heir apparent. 


Ten months later in Decem- 
ber of the same year, a second 
son was born, titled Muazzam 
Jah. There followed a daughter 
named Shahzadi Pasha. ~ 


She has remained unmarried. 
There is a superstition in the 
family that if a Nizam’s daugh- 
ter marries and goes out of the 
family it causes the death of her 
father; or if a child is born to 
her, then also her father dies. 
No Nizam has ever lived to see 
a grandchild through his 
daughter. 
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HE Nizam, as allowed by 
T Islam, married four wives. 

His second wife is the daugh- 
ter of Nawab Nazir Jung who 
was his army secretary. 


The third is Gowher Begum, 
a niece of Aga Khan. The fourth 
is the daughter of Nawab Imam 
Jung Khurshid-ul-Mulk, a noble- 
man of Paigah. 

This, with the few children 
of these wives, completes the 
legal picture. Accepted by cus- 
tom and tradition, hdwever, are 
the 42 other women of his 
zenana, the last and favorite be- 
ing Leila Be B, Hindu of 
great charm. has seven chil- 
dren by her: tive sons and two 
daughters. 


In Islam, and more so in fhe 
feudal Islamic States, the cus- 
tom of having a harem is tradi- 
tional. Each Nawab and large 
landholder had his harem, limit- 
ed in size only by his status and 
financial position, The harem 
of the Nizam 6f Hyderabad 
knows no such limitations.

Bob ‘Hope, Uses Talents Against 


Communists Over ‘Radio Free Europe 
After Escaping From His Homeland

his mind would seem to be slight. 
But Jara Kohout thought of a 
joke, | 
For years he had been his 
country’s Bob Hope, the most 
popular comedian in Czechoslo- 


'vakia, delighting millions with 
“his madcap wit and zany imper- | 


soriations. He had been the star 
of his own theater in Prague 
until the day when Red tommy- 
gunners appeared on the stage 
and took it away, ringing down 
the curtain on his career and 
jeopardizing his whole existence. 
Nothing remained for him, his 
wife and thre daughters but to 
make the d rate break across 
the border to American-occu- 
pied Germany. 


With the help of the under- 
ground they had slipped past the 
border guards on the Czech side, 
but now they were lost in the 
no-man’s land between tyranny 
and freedom. Jara Kohout -was 
no woodsman, and he racked 
his brains trying to think of 
something to do before it was 
too late. 


Vaguely he recalled a bit of 
advice he’d read years ago in a 
Boy Scout manual—something: 
about using your watch in lieu 
of a compass. He couldn't re- 
member what you were sup- 
posed to do with the watch once 
you got it out, and that was 
when he thought of the joke. 


Hurriedly he filed it away in 
a ,corner of his mind before 
herding his little brood together 
for one more wild stab at find- 
ing the way. After blundering 
around at random for several 
agonizing hours, the Kohouts 
stumbled on the path again and 
came staggering into Bavaria 
where shelter in a refugee camp 
awaited them. 


Kohout is back in 


once again millions of 
listen with delight to his gags 
and impersonations, They do so 
at the risk of their freedom, for 
Kohout is now one of the inter- 
national stars of Radio Free Eu- 
rope and listening to his broad- 
casts is strictly forbidden by the 
Red regime which hounded him 
from his native land. 


Of the hundreds of anti-Com- 
munists jokes he has broadcast 
back to his still faithful follow- 
ing at home, the most poignant, 
if not the funniest, is the one 
that came to him at that har- 
rowing moment in the woods. 
For anyone else who gets lost 
on the way out, Kohout has. the 
following advice: 


“Take out your watch, just as 
it says in the Boy Scout man- 
uals. Hold it in front of you for 
a while. Pretty soon a Russian 
is sure to appear out of the 
bushes and steal your watch. 
Note carefully which way he 
goes with it. That will be East. 
Then proceed rapidly in the op- 
posite direction.”

MILLION enslaved Czechs, 

huddling close to their low- 

tuned radio sets, strain their 
ears to catch such quips through 
the static which the Communists 
generate in an effort to jam the 
broadcasts of Jara Kohout. Next 
day, those who dared to listen 
repeat the joke in whispers to 
their comrades at the work- 
bench; housewives pass it along 
in the endless queues; children 
in the streets snicker over it on 
their way to school. Soon the 
grapevine has carried it from 
one end of Czechoslovakia to 
the other, and another tiny pin- 
prick of derision and contempt 
has been jabbed into the hides 
of the Moscow puppets who 
hold the country in subjection. 

Or, for a country which never 
knew shorta of food and 
clothing untif’ the Communists 
took over, Jara Kohout will send 
over the airwaves the story of 
what happened when a Com- 
munist leader went through the 
countryside in disguise to find 
out what the Czech people real- 
ly thought: of his regime. 

He came upon an old peasant . 
woman and asked her how 
things were going. “Terrible!” 
she replied. “There’s hardly 
anything to eat any more, and 
pretty soon there won't be any- 
thing to wear, either.” 

He tried to mollify her by 
pointing out that others were 
much worse off. “Think of the 
natives of the South Seas,” he 
urged. “They have very little to 
eat, and run around stark 
naked.” is sy 

“So?” said the peasant Wwo- 
man. “When did the Commun- 
ists take them over?” 

The massive propaganda bar- 
rage which Radio Free Europe 
broadcasts over 21 trans ers 
to six Iron Curtain countries— 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hun- 
gary, Romania, Bulgaria and Al- 
bania—is liberally loaded with 
this kind of ammunition, skill- 
fully adapted in each instance 
to the character and outlook of. 
the target country. For in the 
crucial battle for the minds .of 
men, on whose outcome may de- 
pend victory or defeat in the 
cold war, no single weapon is 
more important than the ore 
wielded by Jara Kohout and his 
kind: humor. 

The effectivenéss of wit as a 
weapon is being proved every 
day from reports of refugees 
and from letters that filter

HEN a man is fleeing through the woods with his family 
and loses the path that is taking him away from Communism 
\ toward freédom, the ‘chances of a humorous thought crossing 
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Munich and New York—fan let- 
ters such as few commercial 
sponsors ever see: “A tonic that 
sustains our morale” .... “our 
window on the world we knew” 

.. . lifts a burden from our 
hearts” .... “We listen to the 
jokes in our dormitory at night 
and spread them through the 
town next day” .... “Thank 
God you bring us the saving 
grace of laughter.” 

A. joke becomes more than 
mere foolery when broadcast by 
someone like Kohout, who has 
personally experienced what it 
means to live under a regime 
where the whim of any passing 
policeman can mean the differ- 
ence between life and death. 

Kohout is, in fact, a ‘living 
demonstration of what happens 
to humor under a totalitarian 
regime—and of how a skilled 
comedian can use theatrical 
savvy and deftness of wit to 
strike back. 

Kohout is 48 years old now, a 
chubby little man with a round, 
rubbery face which has all the 
classic mobility of the born ac- 
tor. What happened to him, his 
family and career since the 
Communists took over his native 
land comes through most clearly 
in a melancholy comment on his 
recent wanderings: “For 40 
years I lived in the same house 
in Prague. In the last five years 
I have moved 15 times.”

HOUGH his’ father was a 
T soiia citizen who dealt pro- 

saically in real estate, young 
Jara drifted into show business 
at am age when most kids are 
still spinning tops and playing 
hide-and-seek. The family home 
was located across the street 
from a theater. Everything about 
the place fascinated him: the 
ushers, the actors and especially 
the dancers. He wheedled him- 
self into the ballet at the y ty 
eight, an experience he - 
wards put to good use by be- 
coming a celebrated parodist of 
the dance. After running away 
from school and being hauled 


back several times, he finally 


broke down parental resistance 
and was able to devote himself 
completely to show business. 
He developed an astonishing 
flair for mimicry and adapted 
himself effortlessly to every 
conceivable type of perform- 
ance, whether pure drama, slap- 
stick farce or tank-town vaude- 


. 


ville. He trouped up and down 
Czechoslovakia, playing such 
fantastically varied roles as that 
of Malvolio in “Twelfth Night” 
and a cloak-and-suit merchant 
in the old American turn known 
as “Potash and Perlmutter.” In 
the course of the years he 
starred in 64 movies, about 20 
of which, incidentally, are still 
playing to roaring audiences of 
second and third generation 
Czechs in Cleveland and Chi- 
cago.

Y the time the red blight be- 

gan to descend on his native 

land, Kohout was not merely 
a Czech comedian, he was an in- 
stitution. His Tyl Theater in 
Prague, with its 1000 seats, drew 
enthusiastic fans from all over 
the’ country and tourists from 
beyond its borders. 


His popularity with the peo- 
ple was such that the Commun- 
ists tried to win him over. They 
asked him to join the Party. He 
hemmed and hawed, and stalled 
off signing the pledge. They 
asked him to continue his. regu- 
lar broadcasts from Radio 
Prague, which had the largest 
following of any program in the 
country. He accepted the dis- 
ma! propaganda scripts they of- 
fered him and said he would 
take them home and adapt them 
to his own style. At home he 
tore them up, slipped out of 
Prague with his wife and three 
daughters and headed for the 
sticks. 


It is a mistake to imagine that 
the Communists are marvels of 
efficiency and infallible at or- 
ganization. They do their. full 
share of bungling and fumbling, 


“and it took a considerable time 


to bring all Czechoslovakia un- 
der their heel. During this pe- 
riod of turmoil and confusion Ko- 
hout played the Slovakian prov- 
inces where local authorities 
Were not yet aware that he had 
fallen from favor, As he trudged 
from town to town bootlegging 
his comedy at ra _eouns 
try theaters, he had the feeling 
of re-living a bad dream out of 
the past. During the Nazi occu- 
pation, too, the free-wheeling 
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Kohout humor was verboten and 
he had been forced to skulk 
from village to village peddling 
laughter like a criminal. (The 
Nazis had been slightly more ef- 
ficient than the Reds; they 
caught up with him and threw 
him in jail.)

NDER™the Reds, the secret, 
subversive joke quickly be- 
came a factor in the resist- 
ance of the people. Kohout orig- 
inated and spread many of his 
own and collected any new ones 
he heard, such as the one the 
people whispered about two pup- 
pet officials in Prague: 

“Tell me truthfully, Comrade,” 
one asked the other, “what do 
you think of our beloved coun- 
try under the new regime?” 

“The same as you do, Com- 
rade,” was the reply. 

“Oh, you do?” said the first 
official. 
have to report you to the State 
Police at once!” 

Or, using the Aesop technique, 
they told of the rabbit scurry- 
ing across the Czech border and 
arriving panting on the other 
side in free Germany, where an- 
other rabbit greeted it. 

“What's your hurry?” asked 
the German rabbit. 

“It’s the Communists! They're 
putting all the oxen in jail!” 

“But you're no ox.” 

“I know,” said the Czech rab- 
bit. “But how am I going to 
prove it to them?” 

Though Kohout gave no out- 
ward sign of it, he was prepar- 
ing to make like a rabbit him- 
self. He worked his way closer 
and closer to the Czech border, 
toward the little town of As 
where he had himself booked 
into the local theater. 

When he got off the train 
with his family, the local con- 
tingent of border guards lined 
up at the station to welcome the 
visiting celebrity, He gave them 
a big hello and handed out 
passes with a lavish hand. “See 
you at the show, boys!” he said 
cheerily, and headed for the

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But a delay developed in the ar- 
rival of the star comedian. At 
8:30 he still hadn’t appeared. 
The manager was forced to 
come before the curtain and 
urge patience onthe restive au- 
dience, which then settled back 
to wait some more. 


The performance was never 
given. At the time the manager 
was trying to soothe his custom- 
ers, the entire Kohout family— 
Jara, his wife, his 20-year-old 
daughter Alena, and his two 
smaller girls, Susan, 4, and Dan- 
ielle, 2—was heading for the 
border with bag and baggage, 
guided by a member of the anti- 
Communist underground. 


All went well until they 


“reached the outskirts of the 


town when a guard with a po- 
lice dog loomed up in the dis- 
tance. Their guide ordered the 
Kohouts to jettison all their 
baggage into a nearby ditch, 
and. run for it. They evaded the 
guard, and found a hiding place 
in the cellar of a bombed-out 
house. But the hue and cry was 
up, and for two days and two 
nights the Kohout family cow- 
ered in their damp, crumbling 
hideout. 


There was no food and the 
threat of momentary capture 
made each dragging minute an 
agony. For Susan and Danielle, 
who understood little of what 
was going on, the ordeal would 
have been impossible to endure, 
and their wails would have be- 
trayed the whole family had 
they not been fed sleeping pills 
by their father. Throughout the 
days of hiding they slept the 
sleep of the drugged. Even 
when it came time to move 
toward the German border the 
children were still half-doped 
and. oblivious to what was hap- 
pening. They had to be carried 
by father, mother and big sister 
as another underground guide 
led them toward freedom. 


When the nightmare of losing 
their way was over and the Ko- 
hout family finally stumbled, ex- 
hausted and almost hysterical, 
into Western Germany they 
were taken in charge by refugee 
authorities.

S a European celebrity 

whose talents could be use- 

ful in the cold war, Kohout 
was given the opportunity to 
move his family to Paris where 
he was put to work with the 
Czech division of Radio Paris. 
To supplement his meager in- 
come, he took over a small cafe 
near the Etoile. There he gave 
nightclub programs while his 
wife took care of the kitchen and 
daughter Alena tended bar, 

His .barbs over Radio Paris all 
but caused a political crisis in 


’ France. In the Fall of 1949 the 


Communist Deputy, Madelaine 
Braun, made a speech denounc- 
ing Kohout and his broadcasts 
in the National Assembly, but 
he went right on making them.

But his big chance to take his 
place on the firing line of the 
cold war came with the arrival 
of a cable in 1951 offering him 
a post with Radio Free Europe 
in Munich. Radio Free Europe 
is part of the Crusade for Free- 
dom, organizetl and supported 
by private American citizens, 
and Kohout plunged into his 
task with all. the fervor of a 
crusader who knows the enemy ° 
at first hand.

HIFTING to Radio Free Eu- 

rope’s headquarters in -New | 

York, Kohout became a main- 
stay of the Czech propaganda 
operation and began a series of 
programs which are probably 
the most widely followed broad- 
casts in his native country to- 
day. He writes and stars in a 
daily five-minute program called 
“What A Day!’”, a 15-minute 
weekly show, “From My Note- 
pig et t ae “Politi- 
cal Cabaret.” e is regularly 
supplied with up-to-date intelli- 
gence on political and economic 
events inside Czechoslovakia. 


Through the ‘techniques of 
tape recording, Kohout is able 
to play multiple roles in his 
broadcast, making use of his 
marvelous gift for adapting his 
voice and delivery to any con- 
ceivable role. On one broadcast 
he took 16 different parts, in- 
cluding that of policeman, sever- 
al old women, a number of inci- 
dental male characters and a 
variety of insects. 


Daughter Alena, who also has 
developed into a gifted mimic, 
assists him in his broadcasts. 
Between them they are equal to 
almost any range of satire and 
burlesque. Kohout’s method is 
to take the current Communist 
line inside “Czechoslovakia and 
reduce it to such absurdity that 
none his listeners can pos- 
sibly regard it seriously there- 
after, thus turning Red propa- 
ganda bombs into duds. ’ 


The word “kohoit” means 
rooster in Czech, and he begins .° 
each of his programs with a pro- 
longed cock crow which through 
the years-has become both an 
unmistakable mark of identifi- 
cation and a call to the Czech 
population to wake up to the 
frauds that the Communists are 
perpetrating upon them. 

Kohout regales his listeners 
with fictitious bulletins that 
illuminate the workings of the 
Communist system. He will, for 
instance, announce that thieves 
broke nto Communist Party 
headquarters and got away with 
some extremely valuable loot. 


“They stole the election re- 
turns for the next five years,” 
Kohout reports.

ECAUSE he uses his native 
guage in his work, his ac- 

cent remains pure Prague and 
his English unpolished. But the 
Kohout family is rapidly becom- 
ing Americanized. The two 
youngest daughters, Susan and 
Danielle, are enthusiastic fans of 
American radio and TV, from 
which their father has borrowed 
many techniques and gimmicks 
for his propaganda broadcasts. 
The children watch such - pro- 
grams as Captain Video with 
breathless interest, never paus- 
ing to consider that thejr own 
flight from tyranny was more 
authentically adventurous than 
anything they are likely to see 
on television. For them Czecho- 
slovakia is already a remote and 
hazy place to which they have 
no intention of returning. 


They already love America. 
So does Jara, and when the 
pressure of his work abates he 
would like to display his comic 
wares on American television, 
too. But Czechoslovakia.remains 
closest to his heart, and he will

T. LOUISANS with a 
S penchant for viewing inter- 

esting houses may gaze to 
their heart’s content at 11 of 
them for two days, April 15 
and 16, during a tour spon- 
sored by the National Society 
of Colonial Dames of America 
in the State of Missouri. Not 
only are the houses notewor- 
thy for their beauty. Some, 
also with historic appeal, are 
examples of architecture and 
decor from the early 1800s to 
the present time. 

The Colonial Dames have 


two projects, one national in 


scope, the other local. The 
national project is the main- 
tenance of Gunston Hall, the 
George Mason home on the 
Potomac river a 30-minute 
drive from Mount Vernon, 
which the Dames restored and 
opened to the public in 1952; 
the Ifeal project is the res- 
toration of Bolduc House in 
Ste. Genevieve, Mo., gift to 
the society from Miss Mary 
Reber, a member, which will 
benefit from the tour pro- 
ceeds. 

The houses, which May be 
seen in any order, are those 
of Daniel Boone, in Defiance, 
Mo., near which stands the 
famed Judgment tree under 
which Boone is said to have 
held court; Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles M. Day, 444 West Big. 
Bend boulevard, Kirkwood, 
built early in the nineteenth 
century; two homes of Mr, 
and Mrs. Harry Bailey 
Mathews Jr., one in Fair- 
mount, Alton, the other at 23 
Westmoreland place; Mrs. 
Clifford W. Gaylord, 29 West- 
moreland place, which has 
been smartly redecorated; 
Mrs. T. Frank James, 6425 
Wydown boulevard, Clayton; 
Mrs. John Barlow, 13 Hor- 
tense place; Chancellor and 
Mrs. Ethan A. H. Shepley, 
6510 Ellenwood avenue, Clay- 
ton: Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Mc- 
Clellan Johnston, 10004 Con- 
way road, Ladue; Mr. and 
Mrs. Oscar Johnson, St. Al- 
ban’s, Mo., and Dr. and Mrs.

Sunday evening, March 15, | 
1925, Madge Oberholtzer, a 28- | 
year-old state house worker, re- | 
turned home from a movie to | 
learn from her parents that she 


was to phone Stephenson. 


Stephenson said he wanted to | 
see her, in connection with a / 


manuscript he was working on, 


before he left for Chicago that | 


night. He sent Earl Gentry, one } 
of his bodyguards, to escort Miss 
Oberholtzer to his home four 

blocks away. 

She found the Grand Dragon | 
drinking in the kitchen with Ear] 
Klinck, his other henchman. She 
said at first she refused a drink, 
then was forced at gunpoint to | 
down three fast shots of liquor. | 

Abducted to Chicago. 

There was no arguing with | 
Stephenson—he and his aids hus- 
tled her off in their car, and all | 
but Klinck boarded a Pullman | 
train for Chicago. 

In a statement shortly before 
her death Miss Oberholtzer said 
she was forced into a drawing 
room with Stephenson and Gen- 
try, and while her shouts were 
muffled and her life threatened 
with a gun, Stephenson attacked 
her viciously. 

Early the next morning ‘Ste- 
phenson hurried them off the 
train at Hammond, Ind., where 
they registered at the Indiana 
hotel. Later that day Miss Ober- 
holtzer got Stephenson’s permis- 
sion to go shopping, accom- 
panied by Gentry, on the ruse 
that she would feel better if she 
had a new hat, 

While she was out she bought 
a bottle of bichloride or mercury 
tablets and took six of them 
when she returned to the hotel. 
When she had done, he refused 
to take her to a hospital but in- 
sisted they return to Indianapo- 
lis. They took her first to a bed- 
room above Stephenson’s garage. 
Next day Klinck carried her 
home. 

Charges Against Three Men. 

That was March 17. On April 
2, Stephenson, Klinck and Gen- 
try were arrested on charges of 
assault and abduction. Miss 
Oberholtzer died 12 days later 
and a grand jury returned new - 
charges of first degree murder. 
against the men. 

Neither Stephenson nor his 
aids took the witness stand in 
their trial, so Miss Oberholtzer’s 
deathbed statement was the only 
direct account of what happened. 
The jury found Stephenson 
guilty of second degree murder, 
though it acquitted Gentry and 
Klinek, 

Sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, Stephenson, charged he 
had been “railroaded by political 
enemies.” :

“The government must build 
it because we have no re- 
sources,” explained the Abbey’s 
director, Ernest Blythe. . 


Blythe said a national private 
subscription campaign never has 
been attempted because “we 
don’t think we would get enough 
money to build a new theater.” 
The government gives the Ab- 
bey a $22,400 subsidy annually. 

Blythe refused to estimate the 
cost of a new theater, or to com- 
plain about the slowness of the 
government in providing a per- 
manent home. Since the fire, 
the Abbey organization has used 
the big, cold 1000-seat Queens 
Theater. 

The government in 1951 
agreed, in principle, to rebuild 
jthe theater on the site of the 
ruins where Sean O’Casey and 
John Millington Synge gave the 
world some of its finest dramas.

Plans for a new Abbey have 
been kicking around since 1937, 
14 years before it was mysteri- 
ously destroyed by fire that 
started backstage in the scene 
deck in July, 1951, at night after 
the theater had been emptied.~ 


Year after year a new date for 
the new Abbey has been re- 
ported. Last year it was sup- 
posed to be in 1956, but that is 
now considered too early. * 

Once the government starts in 
earnest to consider plans for the 
new theater, it is expected to 
take more than a year for final 
financial approval, and it will 
take two years to build. 

Michael Scott, in consultation 
with a French theater designer, 
Pierre Sonrel, has put innumer- 
able plans on his drafting board 
for a new theater, each succes- 
sively cheaper to build. 

Earliest plans called for a 
three-in-one theater, a main 
theater and two pocket-sized 
playhouses for experimental 
dramas and plays in Irish. 

The three-in-one was aban- 
doned for a single theater with 
750 to 800 seats. That was 
dropped for a 650-seat theater, 
100 seats more than the old

HEN CHARLES NAGEL returns to St. 
, Louis to become director of the City 
Art Museum, it will be with nine

achieved international fame for its. commu- 
nity and educational activities. The achieve- 
ment has been a product both of economics 
and of a philosophy of art. For Nagel it has 
had harassing as well as rewarding points. 

In a recent annual report, Nagel said 
that the Brooklyn Museum is a museum with 
a big public (half-million annual attendance) 
and a deficit. The museum building and the 
maintenance crew are supported by the city, 
but educational programs, onal staff 
salaries and the acquisition works must 
be covered by private don Being in the 
shadow of so many oth eat museums in 
New York City, the Brooklyn Museum seldom 
gets spectacular gifts of. money. 

Instead of competing on the basis of 
great art masterpieces, the Brook]yn Museum . 
adapted means to ends and developed ex- 
tensive, carefully chosen collections of less 
i “re items. Its aim was to make its 
collections, facilities and activities as useful 
i x to school children, art students 

designers as well as the general public. 

The Brooklyn Museum art ool— 
where painters like Rufino Tamayo and the 
late Max Beckmann taught—offers 60 courses 
in fine and commercial art, has 1200 full and 
part-time students. About 185,000 children a 
year attend museum programs correlated 
with elementary and high school curriculums, 
while 650 children are enrolled in leisure- 
time art, dance and music classes. Upwards 
of 800 people crowd the lecture hall or sculp- 
ture garden on a Sunday afternoon to hear 
ch r music concert, watch a folk dance 
recital, see selected motion pictures. 

In addition to many general and over- 


all accomplishments, Nagel has achieved 


several re art coups. One is the In- 
dustrial gn Laboratory, used and sup- 


ported by designers and firms in such things 


as textiles, dresses, jewelry, furniture, glass- 
ware, playing cards, leather goods. The lab- 
oratory makes practically every item in the 
museum available to designers for study 
and inspiration. 

Two other events that illustrate Nagel’s 
idea of art education and cultural inter- 
change were the “Italy at Work” exhibition 
in 1951 and the UNESCO International Sem- 
inar in 1952. “Italy at Work,” a comprehen- 
sive exhibit of crafts and industrial design 
produced since the war, toured 1) leading 
museums, including that of St. Louis. The 
month-long UNESCO seminar on “The Role 
of the Museum in Education” brought to- 

ether 38 educators and museum people 
25 nations. 

But for all the positive factors at the 
Brooklyn Museum, Nagel is eagerly awaiting 
his return to St. Louis. In St. Louis, he will 
get his funds from the city treasury, will not 
have to dilute his time in fund-raising and in- 
ternecine competition with other museums. 
He will be returning to St. Louis in what he 
considers an exciting time, during a period 
of museum expansion and a new high in 
interest and activity in art collecting.

‘We Take a Vote’ 


This New Jersey family puts into practice 
its belief that democracy begins at home

MAPLEWOOD, N. J. 
We waited anxiously for our 8-year-old 
son Matthew to return home from his first 
day in the third grade. We wondered 4f 
he would continue to be as indifferent to 
school. work as he’d been during his first 
two years. 

To our surprise, he was exuberant. 
“Guess what!” he exclaimed excitedly. 
“Our teacher said we can talk to each other 
during class!” He went on to explain that 
she seemed to respect the children’s opin- 
ions even when she disagreed with them, 
and wound up with, “Why, she even let us 
vote on what subjects we'd take up first!” 

My husband, Bertram, and I looked at 
each other, the same thought in both our 
minds. If being given a voice in his studies 
and a personal responsibility for his con- 
duct could make such an impression on 
the boy, maybe we should try something 
along the same lines at home. 

That was six years ago. Ever since then, 
the Miller family has been embarked on 
an adventure in home democracy. 

Once a week, on Friday nights, we fore- 
gather in the living room for a family 
forum — Matthew, now 14; Craig, 10; 
Carolyn, 6; Bertram and I. We discuss the 
past week and the one ahead, in terms of 


— 


our individual responsibilities and conduct. 


Such household chores as helping with 
the dishes, clearing off the dinner table, 
taking out the garbage, cleaning the cellar, 
sweeping the front porch and walking the 
dog are divided up by mutual consent. 

When we go into the previous weck’s 
activities, anyone who feels that a project 
he volunteered for has proved too heavy 
is free to say so. A good case in point was 
the day Matthew complained that mowing 
our rather expansive back yard alone was 
too much. After considerable pro-and-con 
discussion, it was decided that he would 
‘cut as much grass as he felt able to, and 
that later Bertram or Craig would finish 
the job. 

Dishes vs. Garbage 

Such adjustments are made constantly. 
Some months ago Matthew and Craig 
agreed to divide the after-dinner cleanup 


» Chores, with one of them clearing off the — 


table and taking out the garbage while the 
other dried and put away the dishes. When 
this seemed to result in more horseplay 
than efficiency, the matter came up for 
family discussion. 

' It was ultimately settled that each 
of the boys would assume responsibility

for the whole operation on alternate 
nights. Since then things have anne quite 
smoothly. 

We use the same procedure when it 
comes to meting out penalties for miscon- 
duct. Everyone has a chance to suggest 
what he thinks the punishment should be; 
then a vote is taken. After Matthew had 
been reprimanded repeatedly for rough- 
housing with his younger brother, it was 
agreed that he would have to go-to bed 
early, as younger children do, because he 
wasn’t acting his age. 

Don’t think that these penalties always 
originate with Bertram and me. We are 
frequently overruled. Once when I made 
a motion that Carolyn be ired to eat in 
the kitchen for pelting her brothers with 
peas at the dinner table, it was decided 
that the punishment didn’t fit the crime, 
and she was made to spend only part of 
one meal in “solitary.” 

When, however, Craig failed to follow 
his brothex’s example in keeping his room 
picked up, it was unanimously voted that 
for a week he was to look after Matthew’s 
room as well as his own. 

Sometimes punishments take the form 
of fines. After Craig repeatedly failed to 
heed warnings not to hurl himself down

the front staircase like a circus tumbler, 
the family verdict was that he be fined 5¢ 
of his allowance for each future offense. 
And little Carolyn has been fined so often 
for leaving her toys on the living-rogm 
floor that she now brings her piggy bank 
to meetings with her. 

Needless to say, my husband and | try 
to keep in mind the fact that we can't be 
too rigid in expecting faultless behavior 
from our children. And we're free to ad- 
mit that we, too, err frequently. 

But we are trying to instill in our sons 
and daughter a desire for self-improve- 
ment. And we devoutly hope that by 
“living democracy” at home, they may be 
inspired to carry a feeling of oneness with 
their fellow-man out into the world at 
maturity. *

Look at comedian Danny Thomas (on 
today’s cover, for instance) and you see a 
successful man. His name is known wher- 
ever his television program, Make Room 
for Daddy (ABC-TV, Tuesday nights), 
appears. Night-club patrons from coast 
to coast relish his low-key, family-type 
humor. His great popularity, brings him 
comparable earnings. Happily married, 
father of three, owner of a house and 
swimming pool in Beverly Hills~Danny’s 
got it all. 

But it was not always thus. Danny has 
it because he worked for it—and because 
he has a patron saint. His is the classic 
American success saga, with variations. 

It begins with a couple named Yahoob, 
born in Lebanon at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. They came to the U. S. 
and their name became Jacobs. They had 
eight sons and a daughter; the boys today 
share a single nickname, Jake. One of the 


- Jakes, baptised Alphonsus Amos, wound 


up annexing the given names of two of 
the others. Thus Danny Thomas. 
Danny’s father was raising dray horses, 
unprofitably, when Danny entered _ the 
world in- Deerfield, Mich.

As it was, he formed a comedy act with 
three other boys; it wasn’t bad, consider- 
ing. Later he acted in school shows. And 
at 17 he thumbed a ride to Detroit to join 
a minor-league radio program. 

Danny stayed in Detroit nine years. He 
got married. He developed an act called 
“trumpet impressions”—produced with a 
gas pipe and a funnel—and landed occa- 
sional club, theater and beer-garden dates. 
By 1940, with a wife and child to support, 
he was averaging a fat $35 a week. 

But then came Danny's patron saint. A 
stagehand told him that his wife had been 
cured of cancer because he prayed to 
St. Jude Thaddeus, patron saint of the 
hopeless. Danny, though a good Catholic, 
never had heard of St. Jude—but that 
night, on impulse, he too offered a prayer. 

“I asked him humbly: ‘Do I or do I not 
belong in show business?’ I told him: ‘If

A big-time 
agent caught Danny's act and signed him up. Result: Danny 
went to New York, played 16 weeks in a top night club, was 
offered $3,750 a week by a theater, turned it down to go over- 
seas with USO units (Danny himself was deferred for depend- 
ency reasons) and, after the war, returned to call his shots— 
clubs, theaters, Hollywood—pretty much as he pleased. 

Finally television beckoned with a situation-comedy show, 
built around a traveling comic much like Danny Thomas. His 
wife supplied the title. “When Danny is on the road,” she ex- 
plained, “one of the children moves in with me. When he’s 
coming home, I say: ‘Move your things out. Make room for 
Daddy!’ ” 

Nowadays Danny travels less than of yore, but when he 
does it is with an ulterior motive: raising money for his shrine. 
The latter will take the form of a hospital for underprivileged 
children in Memphis, a city with an acute need for such facili- 
ties. Danny aims to raise a million dollars for it. So far, through 
benefit performances, he has garnered close to $250,000, For 
the rest, he seeks mainly small contributions. 


The Centenarian Had a Secret 


Apart from his personal obligation to St. Jude Thaddeus, 


Danny has one big philosophical goal. He wants people—all 
races, all creeds-to be happy. He likes to quote Groucho 
Marx's story of the 104-year-old contestant on his TV show 
whom Groucho asked for the secret of a long, contented life. 

“It’s easy,” the old man said. “You wake up every morning 


and decide then and there: “Which shall it be today, happy or 


unhappy?’ It’s as easy as that.” 

Danny agrees, but he adds one more thing. “I think the key 
to happiness is anti-hatred,” he says. “I think that if man can 
throw out the word destroy, then he'll be happy. 

“Wealth is not the key. The Bible said the meek shall in- 
herit the earth; it didn’t say the tycoons. People who seek 
only material things have no time for God, no time for faith, 
no time for brotherhood. They have no time for happiness.” 

Danny has time for those things now. At 41, he knows better

Generally most successful method of seeding clouds is the apparatus above, seen through window of an experimental weather plane. 


WASHINGTON. 
HAT OLD JOoKE—“If you don’t like the weather, 
wait a minute!”—has a new twist. The modem 
version goes: “If you don’t like the weather, hire 

a weather modifier.” 

But it’s no joke; science can change your weather. 
Nearly 100 firms currently are in the business of 
making rain, dispersing fog, preventing hail, diverting 
lightning. They can move unwanted rain from a cherry 
orchard, say, to a wheat farm 10 miles away. They 
can produce a sudden shower to douse a forest fire, 
or turn a snowstorm on and off at will. One research 
group tried tampering with a hurricane; it abruptly 
changed course and ripped into Georgia. 

This infant industry knows it can do what it claims, 
but it has a problem: the results can't always be 
proved. The weather modifier has to share credit with 
nature. He can’t be sure how much weather change 
he produces, how much results from natural causes. 

Searching for the answers is a scientific panel set 
up by Congress in 1953 as the President’s Advisory 
Commission on Weather Control. The Commission 
has been gathering data for months from weather- 
makers all over the nation and will file a report with 
the President by June 30, 1956. 

To be sure, many weather experiments have washed 
has been hearing about. | 

One rainmaker, reporting on his work for a group 
of Oklahoma wheat farmers, said: “They hadn't had 
any rain for three weeks and were getting worried. 
Twenty-four hours after I had started, about half an 
inch of rain fell in the 100-square-mile area I was 
working on.” That.one rainfall meant thousands of 
dollars to the farmers... 

Another was hired to put out several forest fires 
near Redding, Calif., and suppress the lightning that 
was starting them. He reported: “We split a thunder- 
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head, caused the top to slide off another and stopped 
the lightnmg—all in one operation.” Over an inch of 


The event was witnessed by amazed forest rangers. 
Acknowledged one: “The lightning bolts went from 
vertical to horizontal and seemed to stay there until 
the clouds all disappeared. I don’t know how it was 
done. I don't know why it occurred. But I saw it 
happen six times in a row.” 

Again, chemicals shot into clouds obscuring Mt. 
Bering, Wash., opened a hole for helicopters search- 
ing for a wrecked plane. Cedar Mountain, also in 
Washington, was cleared of ‘storm conditions 
quickly that 21 persons in a downed aircraft. were 
rescued within minutes after the crash. 

Weather modifiers have found fog easier to pre- 
vent than disperse. But they have cleared fog from 


the San Jose, Calif., airport, the entrance to Golden 
Gate Bridge, around Medford, Ore., and elsewhere. 
One operator was able to prevent fog from closing in 
on a million-dollar outdoor movie 100 out of 120 
days. 

Another operator reported on snow-making: “We 
had a project on in Santa Barbara, Calif. The city had 
a silver-iodide generator up on Mt. Figuero, and the 
men discovered that when they turned on the gencra- 
tor, it snowed. They got so entranced with the effect— 
turning the generator off and on—that they snowed 
themselves in. It took a bulldozer to get the whole 
crowd out.” : 

The character of snow can be changed, too. Onc 
weather maker told this anecdote: “I arrived at the 
4,000-foot elevation at a place. called Mono P ines, 
Calif. At that point there was a steady fall of large. 
flat flakes of snow, but there was no snow on the 
ground at all. One generator was turned on and seven 
minutes later, just like that, the snowfall chahged from 
these large, flat flakes into a very intense fall of rod- 
shaped flakes. And the total fall was much greatcr 
than before. 

“I waited 30 minutes-and-turned-the-generaior of. 
Eight minutes later, the fall went back to those large. 
flat flakes again. After | went through the cycle s¢v- 
eral times, we had four inches of snow on the ground. 
Five miles up the highway there wasn't a sign of snow 
anywhere.” f 

Only once, on October.13, 1947, have scientists 
tried seeding a hurricane. Three planes, flying 
30,000 feet, dropped dry ice into the storm as it sweP! 
northward about 400 miles off the Georgia coast. The 
experts reported a “pronounced modification” over 4 
300-square-mile area. Next day, the hurricane “veered 
in a peculiar manner and swung into Georgia.” Its 
unlikely that other such experiments will be attempted 
until more answers are known. 
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nce—one that concerns every Ameri 


One scientist on that first hurricane-seeding flight 
told PARADE: “Tampering with hurricanes along the 
East Coast is a dangerous business. The public will 
always hold us responsible for all the damage a hurri- 
cane does after we've seeded it. Even if the seeding 
has no effect, how can we prove it, for example, if 
the storm later clobbers New York City?” 

Prize winner Dr. Irving Langmuir, are confident hurri- 
canes can be changed, particularly “young” ones just 
starting. Right now they can’t say how storms will 
react to seeding. Dr. Langmuir has urged that tests 
be conducted on typhoons in the Pacific Ocean. So 
the day. may come when a hurricane can be broken 
up or at least diverted from the nation’s shores. 


How it All Started 


The first man-made weather was produced on Nov. 
13, 1946, over Pittsfield, Mass. Dr. Vincent J. 
Schaefer, father of weather modification, went up 
with pilot Curtis Talbot in\search of a suitable cloud. 
His laboratory notebook : 

“Curt flew into the and I started the dis- 
penser in operation. I dropped about three pounds of 
dry ice . . . and was thrilled to see long streamers of 
snow falling from the base of the cloud through which 
we had just passed. I shouted to Curt to swing around 
and, as we did so, we passed through a mass of glisten- 
ing snow crystals! 

“We maide another run through & detise portion of 
the unseeded cloud, during which time I dispensed 
about three more pounds of crushed dry ice. . . . We 
then swung west of the cloud and observed draperies 
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_. ] turned to Curt and we shook hands as

Statisticians keep asking questions: “How do you 
know ‘you caused the rain? How do you know it 
wouldn't have happened anyway? What is the past 
weather history of that locality? Are you sure the 
propwash of your plane didn’t tear the cloud apart? 
How accurate were your rain gauges? Do you have 


proof? 

In California, where much of the pioneer work in 
rain-making has been done, the state recently com- 
pleted an official survey. The results haven't been 
made public, but. PARADE can report this conclusion 
of state officials: “The evidence . . . indicates the 
weather in California has been modified.” Left as an 
“open question” was whether anyone can actually 
produce rain at a given spot at a given time. | 

The most spectacular results were reported in Santa 
Barbara County, where officials found that half the 
storm clouds seeded were “significantly affected,” in- 
creasing precipitation by 50 to 95 per cent. 

By law, all research now must be turned over to 
the Presidential commission whose chairman, Capt. 
Howard T. Orville, expects to come up with at least 
partial answers by the June 30, 1956 deadline. “Or- 
dinary statistical analysis,” he explains, “might provide 
quite positive answers in 10 or more years. But the 
nation’s water needs cannot wait.” 


A Long Road Ahead 
Top weather scientists are the first to admit their 
research is still in its infancy. Dr. Schaefer told

Chemicals, salt, even smoke can make rain 


THIS YEAR'S experimental rain-making areas appear, 
shaded, on map.

Big companies often hire consulting 
meteorologists, chemists and other experts, 
‘ but the smaller firms are forced to operate 
on their own knowledge and experience. 
Some small-fry outfits operate with a sim- 
ple vapor generator which, from the 
of billions of tiny chemical particles into 
_a promising cloud mass. 

This is the “rain factory,” usually a 
puffy cloud. It is deceptively peaceful 
air. The chemical particles are sucked in 
and tossed about. Gradually, they collect 
ice until crystals form and start to fall 
through the cloud. The air currents break 


them up, whisk them aloft again to form. 


more crystals. This process continues in 
chain reaction until the cloud gets heavy. 
Then the ice drops fall free, turning to rain 
as they approach warmer air near the 


cessfully. One weather experimenter, fly- 
ing over Guam, tossed a large, artificial 
snowball into a cumulus cloud. “Made a 
hole right through the cloud,” he reported. 

Even factory smoke can have an effect. 
A weatherman flying near Gary, Ind., no- 
ticed smoke pouring from a large stack. 
He reported: “Downwind from this stack 
about three quarters of a mile was a per- 


fect patch of snow. There.wasn't another _. 


bit of snow within a thousand miles.” 
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- Over 20 per cent of the United States 
has been a target area for weather experi- 
ments. Some scientists are frankly nervous 
ahout the results. One acknowledges that 
man-made weather may have helped cause 
the Missouri River floods four years ago. 
“At that time,” he says, “we had a band 
of cloud-seeding all the way from Canada 


‘throughout the Rocky Mountains, Ore- 


gon, Washington, Colorado, Kansas, some 
in Nebraska, down into New Mexico and 
even down into Mexico. | can’t help feel- 
ing it could have caused some results on 
that flood.” 

He adds that Ohio’s Thanksgiving bliz- 
zard in 1952 produced up to 30 inches 
of snow in places, “and that storm was 
seeded. I doubt the advisability of seeding 
a storm of that: nature.” 


The Positive Side 

Yet, weather modification obviously 
can benefit the nation. For example: 

The U.S. is running out of fresh water: 
in fact, some experts believe the impend- 
ing water shortage should be given prior- 
ity over atomic-power development. Rain- 
making could swell our streams and fill 
our reservoirs, providing more water for 
‘industry, irrigation, hydroelectric power— 
and for thirsty cities. 

Farmers, long at the mercy of the 
weather, soon may be able to order rain 
for their crops—or, if they prefer, stop 
rain. (A four-hour downpour, for exam- 
ple, will cause cherries to swell and split.)

Crop-destroying hail also may be averted. 
Fog-free landing strips would be a boom 
to aviation. Cities, plagued with smog, 
also are looking for a solution. Onc 
weather modifier thinks he has it. 

“We don’t care what smog is, though 
millions have been spent on finding out,” 
he says. “All we're interested in is moving 
the lower atmosphere through inducing 
artificial currents of air upward, carry!ng 
the smog up and above the city.” 

Storm damage some day may be saved 
by weather control. Jerome Namias, chief 
of the U.S. Weather Bureau's long-range 
forecasting, ‘points out that a hurricane 
has the energy of “some 500 A-bombs set 
off each minute.” Weather control even 
may play an important part in military 
strategy. The armed services dream of the 
day when rain or snow can be produced 
to immobilize the enemy, when hurricanes 
can be diverted to protect bases. 

One group, however, isn’t particularly 
happy about weather- making. That ' 
the weather forecasters. 

At Medford,Ore.,. an operator seeded 
a supercooled fog with dry ice and a quar 
ter-inch of snow fell. The official fore- 
caster in Seattle was caught flat-footed 
with a prediction of fair weather. 

“The next day he predicted snow, but 
we didn't seed the next day, and there 
was no snow,” says the weather modifier. 
“We ran across that forecaster about six 
months later. He said it was sure exasper- 
ating!” .

APPOMATTOX 
COURT HOUSE

APPOMATTOX, VA. 
As the pictures on these pages show, the 90th anniversary of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee’s surrender here to Gen. Ulysses S$. Grant finds 
this historic shrine almost completely restored to its appearance on 
the climactic day of the Civil War—April 9, 1865. 

For many years after the capitulation of the Army of Northern 
Virginia, Appomattox lay almost forgotten. Like most of the 
South, it passed through a period of poverty. In 1892, the inhabi- 
tants became aware that it was a serious disadvantage not to be 
on a railroad. So, three miles distant, a new and thriving tow? 
with the same name sprang up, and the surrender village lay 
gaunt and deserted. : 

Then, in the 1930s, interest in preserving the hamlet arose. The 
first plan, té mark the site with a shaft, was abandoned in the face 
of opposition. There followed a better plan, providing for restora 
tion of the village to the appearance it had in 1865; Work began 
in 1940, and has been going forward ever since. : 

The job of raising a new Appomattox from the ruins of the old 
now is almost complete. The oki tavern where stagecoaches 
stopped, the old county jail, the country store, the comfortable 
home of Thomas Bocock, Speaker of the Confederate House of 
Representatives; the home of George T. Peers, county clerk who 
witnessed the events of the surrender—all have been rebuilt with 
careful attention to historic detail. 

The most painstaking reconstruction job was the home of 
Wilmer McLean, scene of Lee’s surrender. It had been pulled 
down in the "90s for re-erection at the Chicago World’s Fair. But 
it never was taken to the Fair, and the timbers and bricks were 
left to rot and crumble. _ ie 3: | 

Fortunately, the contractor who dismantled the house kept 
complete notes, and the same firm did the rebuilding. Some 15,000 . 
original bricks were salvaged. The job was finished in 1949. Orig- 
inal pidves of furniture were brought back, and replicas of others 
obtained. Today the house looks just as it did on Palm Sunday, 
1865.

The principal reconstruction project that 
remains is the old courthouse; when finished, 
it will serve as the Park museum. Temporarily 
the museum is housed in the tavern, where 
tattered battle flags, rusty muskets and pistols, 
old prints and lithographs are displayed. An 
elaborate map shows the final troop move- 
ments. It is so set up that electric lights flash 
on and off, simulating the marching and 
countermarching of the Northern and South- 
ern soldiers. 

A dramatic moment is the final desperate 
lunge toward Lynchburg of Gen. John B. 
Gordon’s men, who knew they were sur- 
rounded on three sides. If they could break 
through to the West, there was hope Lee's 
army could survive. But blue lights in ser- 
ried ranks, flashing into view, show where 
Union infantrymen barred the way. 

It was then that Gordon sent out his 
famous message, “Tell Gen. Lee that I have 
fought my corps to a ffazzle, and I fear I 
can do nothing unless I am heavily supported 
by Longstreet's corps.” Since Longstreet was 
already holding off two Union corps in Lee’s 
rear, Lee saw that surrender was inevitable. 


He asked General Grant for a conference. 
Civil War cannon and cannon balls and a 
memorial bridge mark the spot on the Ap- 
pomattox River where Lee crossed on his 
way to meet General Grant, and where he 
crossed again to tell his men the fighting was 
over. Not far away is the poplar tree under 
which Lee sat on his famous horse, Traveller, 
and bid farewell to his weeping veterans. 

Actual details of parole and surrender 
were worked out the next day by Union and 
Confederate generals, meeting first in the 
tavern and then in McLean House. On April 
12, the remnants of the Army of Northern 
Virginia marched across the Appomattox to 
the village. There, at “Surrender Triangle,” 
Union troops saluted as the Confederates 
stacked their arms and battle flags. 

Ten years hence, when the centennial of 
the surrender.is observed, the final finishing 
touches will have been put on the reborn 
Appomattox. Even today, the visitor has little 
difficulty recreating the events of that April 
90 years ago, when fighting ended between

Golf's Happiest ‘Hacker’ 


‘Week-end player’ Billy Joe Patton is the pros’ nemesis—and the fans’ darling 


This Thursday, Billy Joe Patton; voted 
“outstanding golf personality of 1954” 
and twice a playing partner of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, will return to the 
scene of his first triumph—the Masters’ 
Tournament at Augusta, Ga. 

Not that amateur Billy Joe won the 
Masters last year. He finished behind 


_ professionals Ben Hogan and Sam 


Snead, who tied for first. His triumph 
lay in the way he captured the fans’ 
imagination. He was a contender until 
the 13th hole of the final round; 
throughout, he bantered with the gal- 
lery, approached his shots with reckless 
abandon and played as though he were 
strictly out for a lark. Nothing as re- 
freshing as Billy eee on 
the sports scene in a long time. 

Since last year’s triumph, Billy Joe 


has won the North-South Amateur, 
finished sixth in the National Open (he 
tied Ben Hogan) and been chosen to 
the 1955 Walker Cup: team. But he 
remains a week-end golfer who still 
plays just for the fun of it. 

Billy Joe’s chitchat with the gallery 
does not sit too well with some of the 
tournament regulars.

“Peter Pine had never seen a real forest 
before because he had beeg born in a tree 
nursery many miles away. Farmer Jones 
wanted to add pines to his forest, so he 
had bought Peter along with thousands of 
other seedlings...” 

Seated around a ‘dining-room table in 
a comfortable apartment here, seven Cub 
Scouts listened intently as their Den 
Mother, pretty, dark-haired Mrs. R. F. 
Shanks, read them The Adventure of 
Thunder Hill Tree Farm. 

On the table before them, like a model 
of a stage set, was Thunder Hill Tree 
Farm itself, complete with barns, fences, 
windmills and tree-covered background. 
_As Mrs. Shanks read the story, the boys 
placed numbered cutouts of firebreaks, 
fire towers and individual trees in their 
proper places on the “set.” 

The boys nodded understandingly as 
Mrs. Shanks read about seedlings, tree 
back from a field trip to a city park, 
where Den Mother Shanks had given them 
a personal introduction to trees. And for 
these city-bred kids. it was like opening 
the door on a new world. Mrs. Shanks

showed them how a pine tree pops its 
cones and spreads its seeds, how forests— 
given an even chance—replant themselves, 
how to tell a felled tree’s age by counting 
the rings on the face of the stump.

The tremendous interest shown -in the 
April forestry project is gratifying not only 
to Boy Scout authorities.

NEW YORK. 
Not long ago an entire high-school senior class stormed aboard 
a passenger train at Ann Arbor, Mich., headed here. Their 
destination: Broadway. Their sole purpose: to watch some show

Now for all cats today, the Charleston is far out. Real nervous. 
It’s a loose-jointed, bone-rattling dance, originally out of Charies- 
ton, S. C., that was a craze in America long before these young- 
sters were born.

People Cough? 


and news of drugs your doctor prescribes that can relieve it

City living, with its dust, smoke and 
soot, causes Virtually unavoidable “nor- 
mal” coughing. Exposure to cold air 
can cause cough and so can emotional 
disturbance (by interfering with mus- 
cles to the windpipe). 

On the other side of the ledger, 
cough can signal all sorts of iliness— 
from a common cold to heart disease. 
These are the coughs which concern the 
doctor most because they can compli- 
cate a disease and make you feel pro- 
gressively miserable. A cough neglected 
and untreated can cause hemorrhage, 
vomiting, loss of appetite, exhaustion, 
rise in temperature, pain and even an 
occasional broken riborhernia. . 

Why do you cough? The answers lie 
in a remarkable chain reaction in your 
body which involves electrical “mes- 
sages,” a “shot” and an “escalator 
system”in your bronchial tubes. Let’s 
look at these elements more closely. 


How a Cough Is Triggered 

It all starts with an irritation, brought 
on by whatever cause, in your breathing 
apparatus (windpipe, bronchial tubes, 
etc.). The irritated area sends a “mes- 
Sage” to the “cough center.” This is 
the scientist's term for a group of cells 
in the brain, located just below and 
behind the ears, which is believed to 
“trigger” coughs. 

The cough center sends another 
nerve impulse to the windpipe, which 
obediently opens to take in breath. The 
larynx (voice box) closes. Meanwhile 
the diaphragm muscle beneath the lung 
and other muscles contract, placing the 
air in your lungs under pressure. 

_ Then, suddenly, comes the “shot.” 
The diaphragm relaxes; the stomach 
ind lower organs move upward toward 
the rib cage, adding to the air pressure 
in the lungs; the voice box 

the air explodes through it. All this, 
of course, takes only a few seconds. 

Doctors talk about two types 
Cough, productive and unproductive. 
We can call them good and bad coughs. 
The difference is simply that in a good 


cough you bring up—and get rid of— 
"phlegm, liquid or some other material. 


In a bad cough, you don't. 


Here's where the cough “escalator” 


and some of those improved drugs 


comne in. Actually, the escalator is a Ygt ‘ 
Of smooth muscles arranged in circles 

in the bronchial tubes. These muscles — 
move upward in rhythmic waves—each 


inhaled irritants interferes with the 
muscies, the escalator slows down and 
you get an unproductive cough.
